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~ BELFASTS SAVAGE MOB 


MANY RIOTERS KILLED IN FIGHTS 
WITH THE POLICE. 

@HE MOB URGED ON BY WOMEN—ANOTHER 
TAVERN WRECKED—GRAPHIC DESCRIP- 
TION OF WEDNESDAY NIGHT’S BATTLE. 

BELFAST, June 10.—The people here have 

been wrought toa state of great excitement by 
the riotous demonstrations of Orangemen dur- 
ing the past two days. Ail work is stopped, 
stores are closed, and many residences are close- 
ly barricaded. Mobs are in every street pre- 
Pared for further deeds of violence. The 
Orangemen are greatly incensed at the con- 
stabulary for firing upon them, and threaten to 
sack their barracks. Detachments of soldiers 
and police from Dublin and other cities are 
being forwarded to Belfast to assist the authori- 
ties in restoring order. 

>; At midnicht last nightamobof Orangemen 

raided a public house kept by a Catholic named 

O'Hare, and after sacking it setiton fire. The 

police charged the riviers adozen times with 

bayonets, but each time were forced back by 
volleys of stones. The police were finally forced 
to take refuge in the barracks, where they fired 
upon the mopfrom the second-story windows. 

Tne mob, however, held their ground 20 minutes 

honger, although the firing of the police was 

heavy and incessant. Scores of the rioters were 


wounded, and it is known positively that six 
men and two women were killed. Agreat many 
wounded persons were carried away by friends, 
and whether their injuries are fatal is not yet 
known. Twenty of the rioters who received 
bullet wounds are lying in one infirmary. A 
large numberof Orangemen who took part in 
the riots were arrested to-day. 

The city was compuratively quiet this fore- 
noon. Seven hundred extra policemen are now 
intown. Six bundred Loyalists drilled near the 
city of Armagh last night. Four of the rioters 
who were wounded by the police in yesterday’s 
riots died to-day. Four otners are dying. ‘Ine 
Orangemen are’'making large purchases of arms 
and are declaring that they will have revenge 
upon the police for firing into their ranks. 

At a meeting of Protestants living on the 
Shank Hill road resolutions were adopted de- 
nouncing the action of police from “outlying 
fistricts coming to Belfast ana attacking peace- 
ful citizens,” and demanding their withdrawal. 
Before the meeting was ended the crowd at- 
tucked the police. The military were summoned 
nud the crowd was dispersed. It 1s stated that 
the mecting was summoned to “denounce the 
po'ice, and also all other persons, for attacking 
the houses and property of peaceable people, 
and to urge upon the citizens their duty to do 
the utmostin their power to bring the disturb- 
ers of the peace to justice, irrespective of creed 
Or party.”” The meeting appointed a deputation 
to ask the Mayor of Belfast for the names of the 
Officers in charge of the Shank Hill Police Bar- 
racks last evening. 

Lhe number of policemen on duty in Belfast 
this afternoon at 8 o’clock was 1,300. A number 
of troops from Newry have also arrived to assist 
the police in maintaining order. The Magistrate 
has ordered all the taverns in the city to be 
closed to-night, No mobs are to be allowed to 
congregate in the streets. 

An eye-witness of the: riats on Wednesday 
gives the following description of the scenes at- 
tending the mob’s attack on the ‘Bower's Hill 
Police Station: ** Women with pokers pried up 
paving stones and broke them into suitable 
sizes forthe use of the rioters when they ran 
short of missiles. Women and young girls des- 
perately entreated the men to continue the 
fighting whenever they flagged, offering them 
apronfuls of fresh stones, and when entreaty 
failed the women and girls drove the men on by 
savage threats. The police station is a dwelling 
house Of moderate size. When the mob attacked 
the building the police responded with a volley 
from the doorway. But the rioters soon drove 
the officers in and they retreated up stairs and 
thence maintained the fight on their side by 
shooting trom the windows of tbe front bed- 
room on the second fioor. They held their 
position for half an hour. during which the 
battle was hot and savage on both sides, when 
they were reinforced by the arrival of 70 fresh 
officers. Theincreased energy of the police war- 
fare served only to enrage the mob. Taey 
were maddened by the--sight of their 
comrades who had been shot down, writhing 
and howling with agony in the street. I have 
since heard old officers say that they never knew 
a mob to show greater viclousness, violence, 
piuck, and determination. Despite their des- 
peration therioters hurled their missiles with 
rerularity'and precision, as if they had been 
drijled in stone throwing. Whenthe men in§front 
had exhausted their ammunition they wouid 
retire to the rear to receive fresh armfuls from 
the women, and thus make way for their com- 
rades with new supplies. Some of the stone 
throwing was quite extraordinary. I saw a 
man throw a stone with such vigor that it 
crashed through a window, struck a rear wall, 
and rebounded with such force that it struck 
and hurt a policeman. The better armed of the 
rioters carried what we call here * Belfast Kid- 
neys.’ These are stones about 544 inches lonyv, 
3% inches broad, and weigh on an average about 
1% pounds. There were many boys among the 
rioters, and they were as desperate and plucky 
asthe men. The battle at the station ceased 
only when 250 soldiers came to the aid of the 
police. The soldiers were from the Highlanders 
and the Fusileers, and they soon drove the mob 
away.” 

A waitress belonging to atavern adjacent to 
the Bower’ Hill Police Station was shot through 
the brain. A youth standing at the bar in a 
tavern opposite the station wus shot. A girl 
pamed Minnie McAlister, who was out to buy a 
pair of shoes, wasshot in the cheek. A boy 
named Kale was shotin the breast. A barmaid 
named Kelly wasshot through the skull. A boy 
was found shot dead in a house into which he 
had evidently run to witness the riot. The 
corrse when found by the police was surrounded 
by a lot of gossips,who were bending over it and 
peering into its face with the aid of a Jamp. 

The people living inthe neighborhood where 
the rioting began say it was caused by the po- 
lice, who under a mistaken impression cudgelied 
some orderly workmen leaving a foundry. Ac- 
cording to this story the populace got angry at 
the police for ther cruel and unjustifiable con- 
duct and attempted to make them desist. When 
a conflict became imminent, the story goes, the 
mob offered to behave if the police were with- 
drawn but not otherwise. 

The out-of-town policemen were withdrawn 
from the streets of the city late this afternoon 
in consequence of the hostility manifested to- 
ward them by the Belfast workmen. Soldiers 
have been told off to take the places of these 
retired officers and to assist the city police in 
case they should need help to-night. 

The rioting was renewed to-night. An in- 
furiated mob heid possession of the streets and 
wrecked and pillaged the taverns. The police were 
compelled to fire buckshot intu the mob. So far 
as knowin no One was fatally wounded. Many 
of the police were injured by stones. The ap- 
peals of the clergy to the rioters to disperse 
were futile. Eventually the troops cieared the 
streets. 

The funeral of Thomas Gallacher, the Orange- 
man who was shot and killed during the riot at 
Lurgan on Tuesday, took place to-day. The 
Juneral procession was protected by 100 soldiers 
and 200 policemen. A mob of Catholics jeered 
the mourners and threatened to stop the hearse, 
but the police beld them in check. 

The political and religious excitement is lead- 
ing to dangerous quarre!s among the women in 
the factories,at Lurgan. At one factory the 
Protestant females bave struck work, demand- 
ing the dismissal of the Catholics. 

Orange riots have broken out in Fintona, 
County Tyrone. Many houses have pbeen 
wrecked by the mob.

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NAVAL CADETS AT DRILL, 


THE FLAG WON BY CADET W. 
LARD’S COMPANY. 

ANNAPOLIS, June 10.—The annual com- 
petitive drill for the flag took place at the Naval 
Academy to-day. Lieut. Jasper and Ensigns 
Knapp and Hoeseler were the judges. The com- 
panies were drilled in the following order: The 
company commanded by Cadet W. H. Forest 
was the first, then came Cadet George Cooper's 
company—this company won the flag last year; 
then Cadet W. H. G. Bullard’s company,and last- 
ly Cadet J. W. Oman’s company. All the com- 
panies drilled remarkably well and were much 
applauded. The flag was won by Cadet 


Buliard’s company. The battalion of cadets, 
under Ensign W. 4H. Fullam, were im- 
inediately upon the announcement of 
the decision of the judges marched in 
front of the stand and formed in a hollow 
square, with thesuccessful company facing the 
stand. Miss Loomis, duughter of Paymaster 
Loomis, United States Navy, leaning upon the 
arm of Superintendeut Ramsay, advanced to the 
front of the company and presented the flag to 
Cadet Bullard. The rest of the battalion cave 
three cheers for the winning company. Cadet 
Bullard then proposed three cheers for the oth- 
ercompanies. Three cheers were then given 
for the lady who presented the flag, and the tlag 
drill was over and the battalion was marched to 
thearmory. The Hon. John Bigelow, of New- 
York, bas been selected to deliver the address to 
the graduates to-morrow. To-night there was a 
reunion dinner given by the graduates of the 
Naval Academy in the old mess hall, now the 
seamanship building. About 90 graduates were 
present. The Alumni Association of the Acad- 
emy has only recently been formed, nnd the din- 
ner to-night was the first given by the associa- 
tion. The graduates met in the old chapel and 
marched into the seamanship building at the 
tap of the drum, which beat “roast beef.” 
Capt. Ramsay presided, and at the word “seats” 
all were seated. Capt. Kamsay then rapped to 
obtain silence, and read letters of regret from 
the Hon. George Bancroft, who was Secretary 
of the Navy in 1845, wnen the Naval Academy 
was founded, and from Admiral D. D. Porter and 
Rear-Admirals J. L. Worden and G. B. Baich, 
former Superintendent. Then followed the dinner 
The toast of ‘*The Naval Academy” was re- 
sponded to by Rear-Admiral Rodgers, formerly 
Superintendent of the Academy. Those present 
included Rear-Admiral;Rodgers, Capts.

BUILDINGS DESTROYED AND ONE 
LIFE LOST. 

Burrato, N. Y., June 10.—A fire broke 
out at 2:30 this morning in the Mozart Variety 
Theatre and saloon, on North Canal-street, at 
Tonawanda, a Village 10 miles north of here, 
which isa lumber port. A brisk wind carried 
the flames to the large machine shop of Charles 
Gillie, and two buildings, together with several 
barns and outbuildings, burned fiercely. The 
Fire Department, which is meagrely equipped, 
fought the fire nobly, but could not arrest its 
progress. The flames swept on, engulfing John 
Edin’s_ icehouse, Cristoph Schwinger's canal 
barn, Jacob Gebring's saloon, Hardwick's fouo- 
dry, Joseph Sickles‘s saloon, and Charles Koh- 
ler’s clothing store. The fire then ate 
through to Tonawanda-street, destroying James 
Deijaney’s store and canal stable, William Park- 
er’s saloon, and Charles Kobler’s saloon and gro- 
cery. The whole town turned out and assisted 
the firemen. In all 30 buildings were burned. 
During the progress of the firea man was seen 
in a burning barn, but nothing could be done to 
save him. It was supposed that he was a tramp, 
and was probably intoxicated. Several horses 
had been removed from the barn in which he 
was incinerated. The loss is estimated at $80,000; 
insurance, $40,000. Owing, however, to the great 
excitement and confusion which prevuils in the 
little town, no details as to loss and insurance 
can be had at present.

CONGRESSMAN BYNUM'S DEFEAT. 

INDIANAPOLIS, June 10.—The Democratic 
Congressional fight in this district grows fiercer 
asthe days goby. andthe opposition to Mr. 
Bynum is as bitter and unrelenting as when it 
first sprang into existence. It has been claimed 
by Bynum and his friends that those delegates 
who left the convention were only a minority, 
while his oppouents claimed that they were a 
majority, and that Mr. Bynum never did have 


the support of a majority of the delegates. 
To settle this question a canvass of the 
delegates has been made, and of the 119 
votes in the convention, those representing 118 
bave been seen. One of the counties in the dis- 
trict sent two delegates for every vote to which 
it was entitled; each of these delegates, there- 
fore, representing half a vote. A statement will 
be published to-morrow, signed by 78 of the 
delegates, representing 69 votes, to the effect 
that none of them supported Mr. Bynum; that 
an undoubted majority of the legally elected 
delegates were against him; that beis not the 
regular nominee of the party; that they will not 
support him at the polls, and that they will sup- 
port Mr. Bailey, who, they declare, is the nomi- 
nee of the Democratic Party of the district. 
This leaves only 52 to support Bynum. The state- 
ment is quite jong, and makes the assertion that 
at no time during the proceedings had Mr. sy- 
num a majority of the delegates, legal or acting. 
Had all the contesting delegates been thrown 
out or had those been permitted to vote who 
held the same kind of certificates, the majority 
world bave been avinsthim. The publication 
of this statement leaves Mr. Bynum with no ap- 
parent ground to stand upon, but it is not ex- 
pected that he will simplify the situation by 
withdrawing.

THE OREGON ELECTION. 

PorTLAND, Oregon, Juue 10.—The elec- 
tion returns summarized are as follows: The 
Republicans re-elect Herman to Congress 
by 1,000 plurality, and also elect their can- 
didates for Secretary of State, Superintendent 
ot Public Instruction, and Public Printer. The 
Democrats elect their candidates for Governor, 
Treasurer, and Supreme Judge. As Governor, 
Secretary of State, and Treasurer constitute 
the board for the management of all State 
institutions, the Democrats will have control 
of the State affairs for the next four years. 
McBride, (Kep.,) for Secretary of State, bas 400 
plurality, and Straban, (Dem.,) for Supreme 
Judge, 150 plurality. The official tures will 
not change the result. The Prohibitionists 
polled about 2,000 votes.

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BAVARIA’S ROYAL LUNATIC 


KING LUDWIG DEPOSED BY HIS 
UNCLE AND MINISTERS. 
PRINCE LUITPOLD ASSUMES THE REGENCY 
AND SUMMONS THE DIET—THE KING’S 

MANY COSTLY FREAKS. 

Municu, June 10.—The physicians ap- 
pointed to examine the rental condition of 
King Ludwig have reported that his malady in- 
capacitates him from governing properly. In 
consequence of the pbysicians’ report Prince 
Luitpold, uncle to the King, has issued a proc- 
jamation, countersigned by the Ministers, in 
which he assumes the regency and summons the 
Bavarian Diet to meet on the 1éth inst. 

Count Holstein, who was instructed by the 
Ministry to wait upon the King and ask him to 
authorize the appointment of a Regency Council, 
was arrested by order of the King when he 
entered the Castle of Hohenschwangau. The 
King also gave orders that a guard of gendarmes 
be placed around the castle. The issue of an 
order by the Regent torclease Count Holstein 
and to surrender the castle to the State Commis- 
sion is hourly expected. 


Of King Ludwig IJ., it has been said that he 
has had only one personal and intimate friend 
in his life. That one was the late musician and 
composer, Richard Wagner, whom Ludwig 
idolized. The first stage performance that the 
crazy King ever witnessed was Wagner’s * Lo- 
hengrin.” He was intatuated with it, and 
at once became a most liberal patron of the 
composer, and for 15 months he required 
the creator of the new school to reside at 
Munich, and only aliowei him to depart 
when forced to do so by his Ministers. 
The young King’s patronage was not 
withdrawn when Wagner was forced to 
go elsewhere, for Ludwig’s bounty not only 
made the musician wealthy, but enabled him to 
produce his works at Bayreuth in the most 
lavish and complete manner. This connection 
with the great musician first drew attention to 
the eccentricities of the handsome Bavarian 
King, now a bankrupt and broken in mind and 
body. 

Laawix II. was born at Nymphenbourg, Aug. 
25, 1845, and succeeded to the Bavarian throne 
on the sudden death of his father, Maximilian 
11., March 10, 1864. His boyhood was passed in 
virtual seclusion with hia ecclesiastical in- 
structors. They allowed him no boyish com- 
panions and no indulgence in boyish sports 
and games. To these he had recourse after he 
ascended the throne, and he has been known to 
play at marbles for bours with his courtiers in 
one of his palaces just outside of Munich. Of 
these palaces he had seven, one of them in the 
Over-Ammergau being built in imitation of 
the Palace of Versailles, and furnished in Louis 
XIV. style, in the most extravagant man- 
ner. Gilt balconies, marble statues set in gold 
niches, costly Gobelin tapestries, gems of all 
Kinds, stoves ornamented with ayates, chande- 
liers studded with diamonds, and a bed which 
cost £75,000 are among the features of 
this palace. Not fur away is a_hermit- 
age, built exactly after the one de- 
scribed by Wagner in ‘ Die Walktire,” and 
at the foot of the meadow on which it stands is 
an artificial lake, the bottom ot which is lined 
with tin to prevent the water from soaking into 
the porous soil. Some distance from these 
two hermitages, for the great palace 
wus littl else than that, he built a 
Moorish pavilion, which he called Morocco, and 
which is resplendent in gold and jewelry. The 
most precious ornament. it contained was a large 
peacock, mainly of emeralds and turquoises, 
suspended from the centre of the single room 
the pavilion contained, and which 1s lighted by 
magnificent chandeliers, the hght of which is 
thrown back from innumerable mirrors lining 
tbe octagon on all sides. 

In the rear of the Louis XIV. palace is a cave 
inthe depths of the mountain, known as the 
Blue Grotto. This is reached by a tunnel, aud 
has been converted intoa veritable fairyland, 
lighted and heated artificiality to suit the tastes 
of this strange monarch, who would visit the 
palace and cavern at most unexpected times, 
On the artificial lake, so lighted as to resemble a 
lake of liquid gold, he has been wont to 
sail in a golden gondola made to re- 
semble a swan. To present a_ simulation 
or a breeze, an ingenious steam  con- 
trivance was cunstructed by which the waters 
were made to swish about as though real waves 
produced by natural causes stirred their surface. 
Still another palace of this royal lunatic, mas- 
sive and magnificent, bad a roof gardev, on 
which he had reproduced as nearly as possible 
the far-famed tropical garden of Semiramis’s 
palace. 

King Ludwig was a liberal patron of both the 
music and the drama, but * by All-Highest com- 
mana” all the performances;be witnessed were 
witnessed by him alone, and from his royal 
box he enjoyed the performances, though 
no one on the etage could see him. His 
tavorite piay was Schiller’s ‘“* Maid of Or- 
leans,’ and for its production he bad 
special scenery painted from his own desians 
and special costumes made. So, too, he had 
* Narcisse’” mounted andcostumed at an ex- 

2nse of over 100,000f., and had Charlotte 

Volters, the famous Viennese actress, play the 
principal réle, he being the only witness. The 
theatre was darkened, and the performance 
bewan at midnight. At its conclusion he sent 
a bandsome diamond bracelet to the actress’s 
hotel after she had retired for rest, and the 
King’s Chamberlain compelled her to rise and 
acknowledge its receipt before he would leave 
the hotel. Any other course, he announced, 
would have greatly displeased the monarch. 

When ; Wagner produced his famous trilogy 
the final rehearsal, which was gag 4 the first 
serformance, Was witnessed by the King alone 
n a theatre artificially darkened. the only 
lights being those on the stage. Many other 
operas and plays were produced under sim- 
ilar circumstances, and in return the art- 
ists were recipients of royal favors, 
rich and lavisn, for Ludwig's gener- 
osity was unbounded, Aliof these and similar 
eccentricities wiped out the King’s private 
estate and so entailed the income from the civil 
list that for several years he has been at tho mercy 
of money lenders, and quite recentiy they fore- 
closed on some of his property, and the Govern- 
ment,to save itself from bankruptcy, had to 
refuse to give him any more advances, as its 
credit, like his, was nearly gone. So now, his 
wonderful Summer palace, designed to be the 
finest in Europe, remains partly finished, and its 
completion is a matter of improbability. 

A couple of yearsago King Ludwig dismissed 
all his body servants, and since then his only at- 
tendauts have been a troop of light cavalry. 
These have accompanied him everywhere be 
went, riding beside him at full speed, when 
at midnight, drawn by the finest biooded 
horses in Europe, he drove about Munich, or 
from town to town in a sort of steeplechase on 
wheels. He stopped for nothing, and his 
traveling was like the rushing of a 
whirlwind often leaving destruction and 
even death in its track. In Winter he 
drove about in a gilded sleigh, arawn by four 
black Orloff stallions, beautiful, high-strung, 
und tireless. His eccentricities were numberiess, 
aud of such a character that were he not a king 
he would long ago have been calleda “crank.” 

Ludwiz’s only brother, and the next heir to 
the throne, Othon, born in 1848, bas been insane 
for some time, and therefore cannot succeed to 
the throne, The probable successor is Prince 
Luitpold, of the same age as the present 
King, and a son of Ludwig’s uncie, Prince 
Luitpold, Field Marshal and Commander 
of the Bavarian Army, a man now 65 years of 
age,and who has assumed the Regency. The 

young Prince Luitpold is married to an Austrian 

?rincess, Marie Therese, by whom he has had 
nine children. The Prince is Lieutenant-General 
of the army, secondin rank to his futher, and 
the same age as the King. 


ALMOST A RIOT. 

MonTREAL, June 10.—Considerable ex- 
citement was caused in town about 11 o’clock 
to-night, when it became known that the 
police had been called to quell’ a riot 
among the striking Grand Trunk molders, 
A squad of men had come out by the Sardinian 
to take the places of the strikers,and on account 
of the bad feeling manifested toward them in 
Point St. Charles the company providedthe men 
with beds in the works, It appears that the 
strikers and the other Graud ‘Trunk work- 
men gathered around the works in u 
threatening attitude, and a messare wags 
sent to the, Chief of Police, who called 
in the reserves and the patrol and drove to the 
works in cabs. The foreman of the molding 
mae then drove up and had a conference 
with the strikers at Lomus Hotel, the 
resuit of which was that the company 
agreed to meet the men in the morning and come 
to an amicable settlement. The men insist tnat 
the * scabs" who took their places shall be dis- 
charged, and the company will probably have to 
ugree tO this. 
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TO BE TRIED BEFORE JUDGE GARY. 

CuicaGco, June 10.—The* seven indicted 
Anarchists now under arrest to-day, through 
Capt. Black, one of their lawyers, petitioned for 
a change of venue from Judge Rogers to Judge 
Gary, and the change was promptly granted. 
Judge Rogers instructed the Grand Jury which 
indicted the Anarchists, and the prisoners al- 
leged that they could not have a fair trial before 
him. Lawyers and defgndants then went before 
Judge Gary, and, atter considerable wrangling, 
June 21 was set as the day for the tria! of the 
Anarehists. Judge Gary expressed the opinion 
that Jt would take two weeks to get a jury.

YESTERDAY’S MEETING OF THE STATE CEN- 

{ TRAL COMMITTEE 

Cotumpus, June 10.—The meeting called 
by the Chairman of the Democratic 8tate Central 
Committee at Columbus to-day, for the purpose 
of arranging for a time and place for the hold- 
ing of the State Convention, brought together a 
large number of Democrats, principally of the 
mosshback schoo]. The kid faction were not 
numerous, and the reason assigned for their 
limited representation is that they intend to 
step aside in the management of the State 
campaign, and allow the old liners to conduct 
affairs as they may see fit. The address of the 
Ohio Democratic Club of Cincinnati, which was 
sent to the Chairman of the committee, was not 
read, as no official copy of it was received until 


after the meeting adjourned. The address, how- 
ever, was published this morning, and ‘is one 
ot unusual vigor in denunciation of the conduct 
of the party managers during the past few years. 
It especially condemns the course pursued by 
the party leaders in Hamilton County. 

The committee and visiting stutesmen helda 
secret session, which, considering the circum- 
stances, was orderly. The presence of all the 
Democratic State Senators was noted, but the 
subject of the committee’s passing a resolu- 
tion indicating their action in leaving the 
State was not even suggested, much to the 
surprise of many present. A general un- 
derstanding was arrived at—that all ex- 
isting differences between the kid and 
mossback factions should remain dormant, 
and at some tuture day, when passions had sub- 
sided, the two should bury all differences. There 
was a pronounced hostility apparent to further 
attacks upon the Senate Clerk, Mr. Vallandig- 
ham, and the efforts of the Senators to hold him 
responsible for their overthrow were frowned 
upon, 

The Democratic State Convention will be held 
at Toledo on Aug, 18, one week before the Re- 
publican convention. One of the most active 
politicians on the scene to-day was Mr, William 
Bishop, Collector at Cincinnati.

A SUBSTITUTE FOR LYNCHING. 
OLD MAN COMPELLKD TO LEAVE TOWN 
ON SHORT WARNING, 

CuHICcAGO, June 10.—The father of a little 
girl at Irving Park, a suburb of Chicago, learned 
yesterday that G. A. Colby, a resident of the 
village, had taken improper liberties with the 
littleone. In an hour the father had called to- 
gether in the Town Hall 40 or 50 of the 
leading men of the _ village. When be 


told them what he had discovered there 
was much excitement and a good many 
of the fathers wanted to lynch or tar and 
feather Colby. But wiser counsels prevailed, 
and Prof. Cook, Superintendent of the school 
at Irving Park, was appointed Chairman of a 
committee of citizens to fetch Colby before the 
meeting. It was 10 o’clock when the committee 
reached the culprit’s house. He was in bed, but 
opened the door when the visitors knocked. He 
was told briefiy the nature ot the committee’s 
errand, and warned that resistance would not 
be tolerated. He was made to don his 
clothes in the yard, under the eyes of the 
committee, and was then marched into the Town 
Hall. There be was made to listen to the 
charges which were stated, and headmitted that 
everything said was substantially true. He of- 
fered to leave town on the tirst train, and as 
this seemed the easiest way of getting through 
with the matter, it was finally decided on. Ac- 
cordingly the committee marched him out of 
town to Clybourn-place, where he was left with 
the warning never to return to Irving Park, 
otherwise to expect the treatment his conduct 
deserved. He was last seen sitting on the side- 
walk at Clybourn-place crying bitterly. 

Colby isa dignified looking man 60 years of 
age, with a wife and son. He has lived at Irving 
Park only two months, and always appeared to 
bea respectable citizen. The story runs that 
Colby was once arich man. He was in business 
at Niles, Mich., some years ago, owning a large 
mill there. He failed in 1870 and went to St. 
Louis, where he lived for a time and operated 
some iron mines. He failed again and has never 
since regained his financial standing. His son 
thinks that reverses have unsettled his mind.

THE MAYFLOWER LEAV*S BOSTON. 

Boston, June 10,—Carpenters, riggers, 
sailmakers, and upholsterers were as busy as 
bees on the Mayflower at her moorings on the 
East Boston flats to-day. Her new jib arrived 
this morning, and wes bent this afternoon. The 
new spinnaker boom and the light sails arrived 
to-day. The last workmen left the yacht at 5:30, 
aud in 15 minutes afterward her mainsail was 
run up and was followed soon after by the fore- 


staysailand jib, the only three she carried. All 
the afternoon there had. been a steady breeze 
from the southeast, but it began to rain and the 
wind veered to the north just asthe Mayflower 
was about to get under way. Then came a dead 
calm, there baing not enough wind to enable ber 
to turn about for halfan hour. Just asshe was 
about to signal for a tug to tow her down the 
harbor a light puffy breeze came up from nortb- 
northeast ard filled her sails, andat 7:05 the 
Mayflower went around and was off to 
New-York in good shape. Capt. Martin 
Stone was at the wheel. The only 
guest on board was Mr. George Richards. Mr. 
Edward Burgess was not able to sail around the 
cape with the Mayflower, but will join her in 
New-York. Ho said he hardly knew whether 
the Mayflower would get to New-York in time 
for the Atlantic race on Wednesday, but he pro- 
posed to enter her in all the_ races for 
which she arrives in time. Before she 
goes into any contest the Maytlower will 
bave to be hauled up om ae railway, for 
her seams have swelled. The putty is being 
forced out of them, and her bottom is rough. 
Capt. Stone is not over-confident of the resuit of 
next week’s races, but says he will do the best 
he can under the circumstances. His crew are 
untrained and the men have not yet got the 
hang of the yacht. Mr. Burgess himself believes 
that possibly the Maytlower 1n her first races 
may not be perfect, but that at the end of the 
season her performance will come up to his ex- 
pectations.

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NO RIDERS TO BE ALLOWED 


THE HOUSE CUTTING DOWN THE 
LEGISLATIVE BILL. 

A RULING WHICH WILL SPOIL THE PLANS 
OF THE FOES OF REFORM—THE SEN- 
ATE’S RAILROAD ATTORNEYS DEFEATED. 

WASHINGTON, June 10. — Professional 

Economist Holman found himself almost alone 

to-day in resisting the point of order made by 

Mr. Morrison against a clause in the Legislative 

Appropriation bill which declared that the sums 

appropriated by the measure should be in full 

compensation for services rendered by the sev- 
cral beneficiaries mentioned therein. The com- 
mittee, under the lead of Mr. Holman, had re- 
duced more than 100 salaries below the amounts 
fixed by statute, and nad inserted the words “in 
full compensation for services,” in order to 
prevent persons whose salaries had been shaved 
down from obtaining the difference by suit in 
the Court of Claims, Tne total reductions 
amounted to over $45,000, and to save that sum 

Mr. Holman struggled hard to persuade the 

Chairman of the Committee of the Whole that 

the House had the right, under its rules, to limit 

the amount of the appropriation for any specific 
object. But Mr. Morrison insisted upon a strict 
observance of the new rule, which prohibits leg- 
islation on appropriation bills, and claimed that 
to declare that a salary of $1,000, for instance, 
should be in full compensation for serv- 

ices for which the law _ prescribed a 

larger or smaller sum, was legislation changing 

existing law. Messrs. Morrison and Holman en- 
gaged ina long and animated colloquy that 
afforded much amusement to the lookers-on. 

They stood within two feet of each other, 

gesticulating earnestly and growing red in the 

face in a controversy about their respective 
duty to propose changes in existing law by 
separate bills, and not by violation of the rules. 

Mr. Holman insisted that it was Mr. Morrison’s 

duty, as the recognized leader of the House, to 

bring in measures for a general reduc- 
tion of expenses. Mr. Morrison retorted 
that there never would be any reform 
if Mr. Holman was permitted to go 


on in hisown way. Mr. Hammond came to the 
support of the point of orderand put Mr. Hol- 
Mun in an awkward predicament by quoting 
his remarks ina debate earlier in the session 
against the position that he held to-day. lt was 
impossible torthe Indiana member to wiggle 
out, even with the aid of his colleague, Mr. 
Lowry, and when Mr. Randall added his 
opinion as a parliamentarian to that of Mr. 
Morriscn, the case became hopeless for Mr. Hol- 
man. Mr. Randall expressed regret that Mr. 
Morrison had made the point, and intimated 
that trouble would be the result, but the fault 
wasin the new rule, and could not now be 
avoided. 

When Chairman Blount ruled out the words 
that bad been attucked by Mr. Morrison great 
interest was manifested among members in 
watching the effect upon subsequent portions of 
the bill. In a short time the first snag was 
struck, and the names of Amzi Smith, Superin- 
tendent of the Senate document room, and H. 
H. Smith, Journal Clerk of the House, were 
thrown out of the bill, leaving the offices to be 
tilled by appointment, not by legislation. These 
rulings produced consternation among em- 
ployes of the House and certain ones who have 
the privilege of the floor were spurred into 
great activity to save their names from 
being stricken from the bill or their salaries 
from being changed. The remainder of the day’s 
sitting was a continuous tumult and confusion. 
Mr. Holman’s bill was pecked at from ail sides; 
salaries which had been cut down were restored, 
and others which bad been increased were cur- 
tailed to the old figures. The situation now is 
such thatif any wellinformed member chooses 
to;:be troublesome he may, under the precedent 
of strict application of the rule, overturn a sreat 
part of the work done by the committee in the 
preparation of the bill, and wholly defeat any 
retrenchment by reduction of salaries. ‘rhe 
ruling of Chairman Blount to-day also makes 
certain the defeat of the civil service amend- 
inet, upon which Messrs. Holman, Randal), and 
other anti-reformers have set their hearts; but 
that portion of the bill may not be reached for a 
day or two.

Messrs. Edmunds and Evarts are credited by 
their fellow-Senators with the faculty of obtain- 
ing more liberal fees than the average Senator 


for looking after the interests of railway and 
other corporations in the United States and 
other courts. Mr. Evarts and Mr. Edmunds 
were among the 11 Senators who cast their votes 
to-day against Mr. Beck’s bill to prohibit mem- 
bers of Congress from acting as attorneys or 
employes tor railroad companies holding 
charters or having received grants of land 
or pecuniary aid from the United States. 
Mr. Edmunds did what he could to de- 
lay action upon the measure. It had pot 
been referred to any committee, Mr. Beck hav- 
ing declared when be introduced it that no com- 
mittee could give the Senate any new informa- 
tion on the subject. When the Kentucky Sen- 
ator calied it up Mr. Edmunds moved that it be 
referred to the Judiciary Committee. Mr..eck 
opposed the motion, and he was sustained by a 
vote of 24against referring to 2lin favor. The 
21 affirmative votes were all thrown by Re- 
publicans. On the passage of the bill only il 
Senatora voted in the negative, while 34 re- 
sponded in the affirmative. The 11 negatives 
were cast by Messrs. Bowen, Cameron, Dawes, ¢ 
Edmunds, Evarts, Hoar, Mitchell of Oregon, 
Riddleberger, Sawyer, Sewell, and Teller--all 
Republicans. Provably not all of those who 
voted tor the bill really wishdt to become a Jaw. 
Just at the close of the session Mr. Hawley, one 
of the 34, entered a motion to reconsider the 
vote passing the measure, which will hang up 
the bill until the motion is disposed of. Mr. 
Beck will, however, take care that the motion is 
not forgotten, and there is little doubt that 
it will be defeated. The bill will then 
have to take its chancein the House. If it can 
geta hearing there it will undoubtedly become 
alaw. In that case any Senator or Representa- 
tive who accepts employment as attorney-at- 
law or payment tor services of any kind from 
any aided railroad company or ofticer, or agent 
thereof, will be guilty of a misdemeanor, the 
punishment of which may be a year’s imprison- 
ment und a fine of $5,000.

There is not a word of truth in the story pub- 
lished ina New-York newspaper to-day to the 
effect that President Cleveland declined to re- 
view the Decoration Day parades in New-York 


and Brooklyn unless he could be assured that he 
would not haveto meet Gov. Hill. The Presi- 
dent was invited to review both parades at the 
same hour, and was urged to uccept by both 
committees, on the ground that no other pro- 
vision for an official to make the review could 
be made. He did ask if Gov. Hill had been 
invited and he did write to the Governor 
suggesting that he should make one review and 
the Governor the other, aud that they should 
meet at the Academy of Music in the evening. 
be Governor wrote the President in answer to 
this that he had so many bills on his 
bands, which must be_ disposed of at 
once, that it would be impossible for 
him to leave Albany for the day.

secret. Mr. Morrill remarked that by a 
mutual agreement among the Senators the 
open sessiou question was to be disposed 
of as soon as the pending railroad biils 
were finished. Mr. Riddleberger intimated that 
“mutual” agreements in the Senate had not 
proved binding heretofore, and he insisted upona 
vote on taking up the resolution calling tor open 
doors. Thirty-four Senators voted “no” and 
eight in the affirmative. Some of the thirty-four 
will vete for the resolution if its frionds succeed 
in getting it before the Sozate, but the time 
when the star chamber might have been wiped 
out has gone by for this session.

Congressman Little’s address to the Senate 
Elections Committee on the Payne case to-day 
was an elaborate argument in support of the re-

THE SANDWICH ISLANDS, 


A PROPOSITION TO SELL THEM 
EUROPEAN SYNDICATE. 
San Francisco, Cal., June 10.—A state- 
ment published here this morning revives the 
rumor of tbe proposed sale of the Hawaiian 
Islands to a syndicate of European capitalists 
for $10,000,000. A bill was recently introduced 
by the Hawaiian Government authorizing a loan 
of $2,000,000, and, it is stated,a number of the 
native legislators are reaay with an amendment 
making the amount $10,000,000. Mr. Hotfman, 
agent for the immigration of Portuguese to the 
islands, bas assured the King that a syndicate of 
capitalists is ready to furnish the money. If this 
were consummated it would virtually mean the 
sale of the islands, as the amount could never be 
repaid by the Hawaiian Government. It is stated 
that the King 1s not averse to the proposition as 
long as he secures the greater part of the money.

MR. DODWORTH’S PLIGHT 


HE CONTRACTS 70 PLAY AT THE 
STATE CAMP. 
AND THE MUSICAL MUTUAL PROTECTIVE 
ASSOCIATION INTERFERES BECAUSE HE 
DID NOT CHARGE UNION PRICES. 

Bandmaster Harvey B. Dodworth, of 
the Thirteenth Regiment, Brooklyn, has just 
signed an ecrgagement with Gen. J. M. Varian, of 
the Governor’s staff, to take his band to the 
State encampment at Peekskill, there to play for 
a seven weeks’ season, commencing on the 19th 
inst. The terms offered to the bandmaster were 
$25 a week foreach man. There were to be 30 
men, including Mr. Dodworth. This engage- 
ment was at once heard of by the Musical Mut. 
ual Protective Association, of which Mr. Dod- 
worth isa member. It aroused their ire, and at 
& meeting of the board on Wednesday, as well as 
at a gencral meeting which took place yesterday, 
much indignation was manifested. The band- 
master received notice that the only terms 
upon which he could agree to play at Peekskill 
were Clearly set forth in the bylaws of the asso- 
ciation. They were $7 per man for one day and 
$6 per man for every additional day, traveling 
expenses, rations, and quurters included. 

“The penalty tor the tirst offense,” said Sec. 
retary Ferdinand Rochow yesterday, reading 
trom the by-laws, “is $10 fine per man, $20 for 
tbe second offense.” In vain Mr. Dodworth de- 
clared that be had signed the contract in perfect 
good faith, there being nothing in the by-laws 
about post bands, which had come into existence 
since the association had made its regulations, 
The associatiom declared that he must pay his 
men union prices or cancel the engagement, 

Mr. Dodworth, at his house last night, said 
that the matter had caused him very much anx- 
jety, and that all his men were indignant at the 
prospect of losing their engagement. ** When 
the $7 per day price was made,” he said, * it was 
not in consideration of a long encampment. It 
was for local encampments. <A season's engage- 
ment is a different thing. When I piay at water- 
ing places and give 14 concerts I always charge 
$25 1or each man per week, and that is the recog- 
nized price. Why should 1 charge more because 
I play ata State encampment in Peekskill? I 
sent in my estimate according to season prices, 
acting, as I thought, from precedent, under the 
spirit of the union. The fact of the matter is,” 
said Mr. Dodworth, sinking his voice to a 
whisper, ‘“‘that complaints were made by 
some bands belonging to the union, wha 
expected to go to Peekskill with their regiments. 
They said that a post band was an unwarrant- 
able interference on the part of theState. They 
were very angry. Every year except last, you 
know, the bands have always accompanied the 
regiments. The appointment of a post band last 
year by Adjt.-Gen. Porter, of the Governor’s 
staff, throws three New-York and Brooklyn 
regiment bands out of employment. This year 
the Fourteenth, Sixty-ninth, and Eighth Regi. 
ments wanted to go to Peekskill. Last year 
they could do nothing. This year, furious at my 
appointment, they have made complaints to the 
board, and grounded them on tie fact that I was 
not paying union prices, 

“Some of the musicians in the association,” 
continued Mr. Dodworth, “ are regular Social. 
ists. They declared that they would carry the 
matter to the Legislature and seeif there were 
any authority for a post band. The instant I was 
notified by the association of the action they ine 
tended to take I put the matter before Gen. 
Varian. WhatI shall do I have not the least 
idea. I am inaterrible box and am actually 
bctween two stools. If I accept the engagement 
J am guilty inthe eyes of the association; if I 
break my contract the State can certainly claim 
damages. Gen. Varian certainly won’t pay $42 
per week for each man instead of $25, Think of 
the difference that makes with 30 men. I am 
golng to fight the matter to the best of my abil- 
ity. Ishall not cancel my engagement if my 
musicians will only stick to me. I shall play as I 
agreed todo. The trouble iathat the men areall 
scared to death at the idea of the fine to which 
compliance with my engagement renders them 
liable. Lam attheir mercy. If they will only 
have a little stamina—a rare article when money 
troubles are in question—and play as I want 
them to do, I will have the matter settled in the 
courts. I will not pay the fine, unless I am 
ordered to do so by litigation. It is unjust, be 
cause there is no clause relating to post bands. 
The whole business is built ona technicality. in 
any case I shall go to law. If I play, I shall deciae 
legally whether I must pay the fines; if Idon’t 
play, I shall claim damages for not having been 
able to fulfill my engagements. My mer are to 
meet me to-day, and I shail then know if they 
will play in spite of the association. I can’t ob- 
tain non-union men. There are not enough yood 
ones floating around to make up a band such as 
I should like to take to Peekskill.” 

Ferdinand Rochow, Secretary of the Musical 
Mutual Protective Association, said that !ast 
year nothing was done to uphold union prices 
among musicians. “ isut this year,’ be con- 
tinued, **the Board of Directors are trying to 
enforce the laws as they are written. We shall 
most certainly insist upon Mr. Dodworth’s’ 
either canceling his engagement or paying our 
fine. No wonder he teeis hadly about it: no 
wonder that bis men are scared. Don’t imagine 
that this association, of which there are 2,287 
members, ig in favor of bovcotts and strikes. 
Weare against all such demonstrations, though 
we have a number of members very much in 
sympathy with them. Mr. Dodworth’s case 
will be published in our paper to-morrow, and 
it will be openly announced that he hag been ore 
dered to ask of the State union prices.”

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DR. SPITZKA’S ATTEMPTS TO FIND 
HYDROPHOBIA, 
REASONS FOR HIS BELIEF THAT MORE 
DEATHS ARE CAUSED BY FEAR THAN BY 
THE DISEASE SO DREADED. 


An express wagon stopped in front of 
the Academy of Medicine on West Thirty-first- 
street about 8 o’clock last evening, and four 
boxes, with burlap tops, securely fastened down 
with rope, were laid out upon the sidewalk. The 
expressman did the lifting gently. He was care- 
ful to keep his fingers on the solid portions of 
the boxes, admonished by some yelping within 
that if he didn’t look out he might 
get into trouble. Two young men, who wefe 
waiting on the stoop for the boxes, came down 
and said the express man needn't be afraid, as the 
dogs were perfectly harmless. This reassurance 
didn’t reassure, and the expressman called on 
the German doorman to help carry the boxes 
inside. The German knew that Dr. BE. C. 
Spitzka was going to talk about mad dogs in 
the big room on the lower floor. He in- 
formed the expressman, firmly and in English 
quite intelligible, that it was his business to mind 
the door and not to lug boxes. After a good 
deal of difficulty and some trepidation on the 
part of the dogs, as well as on the expressman's 


part, the four boxes were at last deposived in 
one corner of the big room, A canine chorus of 
satisfaction, followed by_ gentle growling, and 
then by silence, indicated that, mad or not, the 
dogs knew enough 50 lie down and take life easy 
when they had a chance, 

Dr. Spitzka has made a study of dog biting and 
has opinions in conflict with popular ideas. The 
Society of Medical Jurisprudence and State 
Medicine invited him to address its members on 
that and kindred topics, and last night’s prepara- 
tions of dogs, knives, forceps, &c., were to heip 
him give an object lesson to the gentlemen as- 
sembled, numbering about 60. Dr. Spitzka’ssub- 

ect was ** The Attitude of Legal Medicine versus 

Eoreobotin” He sdid he didn’t believe there 
wasanother branch of inquiry in which tradi- 
tion, erroneous observation, 11l-balanced reason- 
ing, and immature theory played so large a part 
as in that relating to the transmission of 
rabies from animals to man. “It I deal 
more with the question of spurious than 
with real hydrophobia,” he said, “it is 
because my experience with the former 
is considerable and with the latter infinitely 
small—indeed, I would say nil, but that I wish to 
avoid discussing a question whose sides are bi 
resented by able thinkers and observers, wheth- 
er there really is such a thing as genuine hydro- 
phobia in man, due to transmission from lower 
animals and to nothing else.” 

On the closing words under this quotation 
hinged the paper with which Dr. Spitzka inter- 
ested his auditors for more than an hour. He 
claimed that there had been no proved epidemic 
of hydrophobia iz this vicinity, although deaths 
bad resulted from spurious cases within nine 
months; that the agitation of Pasteur’s method 
of spurious inoculation was responsible for 
these deaths; that a healthy public senti- 
ment ought to be inculcated, to frown 
down the agitation of questions purely 
scientific in character by persons who 
are neither biologists nor physicians, 
and who bave only a sensation in view, regard- 
less of consequences; that researches on hydro- 
phobia should for the present remain within the 
domains of technical literature; that a dog 
ought to be inspected by a competent person 
before it is killed, and that the way to prevent 
future outbreaks of spurious hydrophobia was 
**to muzzle dogs, to dam up the torrents of ink 
flowing from the pens of hasty investigators, 
and to exclude sensational publications from the 
household.” 

The speaker recited at length the history and 
symptoms of cases of reported hydrophobia to 
show that, asarule, the affliction was brought 
on with the aidof otber mind-dietracting dis- 
ease, by mania, or by fear. To illustrate how 
the imagination could be worked upon, he said 
there was a man not long ago in the Presby- 
terian Hospital who believed he had hydro- 
phobia, and upon whose leg an eruption ap- 
peared, because he thought he had been bitten 
on that spot, A soldier who had been bitten 
when a student returned after 10 years’ service, 
and on hearing that a companion, bitten at the 
same time with bim and by the same dog, had 
died six weeks after the bite, went to bed 
and died of hydrophobia. He believed at 
least 100 people, bitten from nine months to 
nine years ago, had died because of the agita- 
tion over Pasteur’s theory, and he felt sure that 
po way could be so efficacious toward making a 
genera! scare as to establish a Pasteur institute 
here. Under assiduous cultivation of the scare, 
and with the time for treatment reduced at the 
recent rate, there would soon be need of an in- 
stitute at every railway station. 

Then Dr. Spitzka brought out his dogs, one or 
twoof which had been howling a little, and 
pranced them up and down the room. He had 
infused in the brain of one a piece of marrow 
froma fresh-killed calf on May 29. This wasa 
mongrel bulidog. The dog became sick with 
fever and dul!-eyed—symptoms of rabies. Then 
his hind legs grew paralytic. He spread them wide 
apart and could scarcely use them last night. A 
mongrel spitz was operated upon in the same 
mannerand became snappish and fawning in 
turn. Calf’s cud was infused into the brain of 
a black and tan, while into the brain of a collie 
was injected part of the brain of a man who 
died from hydrophobia and part of the brain of 
a rabbit. <All four animals developed like 
symptoms. When they had walked around 
tamely for a few minutes, they were 
hoisted, one by one, into a panand put out 
of their misery with chloroform and a knife. 
Their stomachs contained foreign matter, such 
as straw, coal, and feathers. This has been re- 
garded as proof of bhydrophobia. Their brains 
showed they were suffering in various stages of 
meningitis. Dr. Spitzka said that was always 
the case so far as his observation had gone, 





COULD NOT FIND EMPLOYMENT. 

On Sunday last a German, about 50 
years old, who gave the name of Kaiser, applied 
for work as a waiter at the Mountain House, on 
the bluff overlooking the Harlem River, near 
One Hundred and Sixtieth-street, He was told 
that there was no vacancy, but that he might 
go down to the float and make what he could in 
tips for serving the customers with refresh- 
ments, He worked all the afternoon and even- 
ing and wentaway. Nothing more was heard of 
him until yesterday, when he was found hang- 
ing from a limb of a tree in the shrubbery op- 
posite One Hundred and Fifty-ninth-street and 
Coovan-avenue, 

The limb to which the rope was attached was 
about seven feet from the ground and not more 
than three inchesin diameter. The limb had 
bent downward and the body was in a crouch- 
ing position. From the patb the attitude 
seemed to be that of a man who was secretly 
watching through the openings in the under- 
brush. He had evidently been hanging for 
many hours. His clothes were well worn but 
neat, and his white shirt and collar were clean. 
The only things found in his pockets were a 
German newspaper, a penknife, and a small 
piece of a bread roll. It is supposed that the 
man committed suicide because he could not get 
employment.

YACHTING NOTRS. 


GATHERING OF THE BIG BOATS FOR THE AT- 
LANTIC ‘REGATTA, 

The Puritan did not arrive atthe At- 
lantic Yacht Club’s anchorage yesterday. Ata 
late hour last night she had not been reported 
from City Island. Heavy fogs have prevailed 
during the mornings along the coast from 
this port eastward, and it is supposed that she 
has been delayed. The Atlantic rchiemen 
thought last evening that she would put inan 
appearance by this morning. 

The keel schooner Fortuna, owned by ex- 
Commodore Henry 8 Hovey, of the Eastern 
Yacht Club, arrived off the Atlantic Yacht Club 
basin on Wednesday, and as she lay at anchor 
there yesterday afternoon she seemed to be in 
first-class trim. The Fortuna beat the Montauk 
in tbe raceoff Newport last Summer for the 
Goelet Cup for schooners, but the friends of the 
latter claim that she would have won the race if 
she had been properly handled. The Fortuna 
was beaten by the Grayling in the race for the 
Commodore's Cups off Sandy Hook late in Sep- 
tember. 

The Atlantic will be put off the ways at4 
o’clock this afternoon. The work of bronzing 
her below the water line was completed yester- 
day afternoon. The preparation used is finely 
powdered bronze rubbed into a thick coat of 
varnish, s0 tbat she really presents a metalic 
surface tothe water. In fact, she looks as if 
she had a copper skin without seams. The ad- 
vantage that this preparation possesses Over pot- 
lead is that it does not foul or wash off 
as easily, and, therefore, need not be renewed 
so often. *The light canvas of the Atlantic 
is all ready, and she will be practiced every day 
until Tuesday next for the purpose of trying it. 
She may take aspindownthe Bay this after- 
noon if there be a breeze. She will undoubtedly 
g0 a good deal faster hereafter than in her pre- 
vious trials, because, as is the case with all new 
boats, her seams swelled out after she was put in 
the water and formed ridge-like lines that added 
considerably to her skin friction. It was to 
smooth off these ridges that she was put on the 
ways, 

When she was sailed around the Sandy Hook 
Lightship with the Grayling last Sunday it was 
found that she went very steadily and worked 
admirably in a seaway, and she also demonstrat- 
ed her ability to beat the Grayling very easily in 
going to the windward. Theschooner, however, 
showed herself to be rather the better off the 
wind, but the fact that the Atlantic carried no 
light sales must be taken into consideration. 

he Priscilla went down into the Lower Bay 
early yesterday afternoon for the purpose of 
trying her sails. She did not go further than 
the tail of the West Bank, and did not meet any- 
thing with which she could try her speed. She 
came home early, and anchored off Stapleton. 

It is said that on Wednesday the Fanny hada 
brush with the Priscillain the Lower Bay, and 
worsted her both on and off the wind. The 
Fanny is in splendid racing trim, and is pot- 
leaded up to her deck lines. She will not, how- 
ever, go into the Atlantic regatta on Tuesday. 

The Gracie was tried in the Lower Bay yester- 
day afternoon, chiefly to find the set of her new 
suit of sails. The wind was fitful, and there was 
nothing out with which she could be tried, so 
that no tustworthy judgment could be formed 
of her speed, but those on board of her thought 
she went quite as wellas sheever did, if not 
better. Itis not yet decided whether she will 
enter the Atlantic regatta.

THE AMENDED CANTOR BILL. 
Corporation Counsel Lacombe yesterday 
sent to Attorney-General O’Brien a communica- 
tion on the subject of the so-called *“* Amended 
Cantor bill,”? which is now before Gov. Hill for 


action. The Governor has asked the Attorney- 
General for bis opinion of the measure. In his 
letter Mr. Lacombe thus states the points in- 
volved: 

“The precise point as stated ts as follows: The law 
as it now stands (chapter 65 of the Luws of 1886) pro- 
vides that the sale of the consents to operate a railroad 
shall be made to the bidder who will give the largest 
percentage per annum of the gross receipts ‘derived 
from the operation of said railroad or railway.’ The 
amended Cantor bill provides that ‘the sale shall be 
made tothe bidder who will give the largest percent- 
age per annum of the gross receipts of said company 
or corporation.’ It is urged before his Excellency that 
the effect of this ame dment of the existing law wili 
be to enable the corporation bidding in the consents to 
subsequently lease the franchise fora small sum to 
another corporation, paying to the city only onthe 
gross receipts of the original company, which will be 
the rental received.” 

Mr. Lacombe then calls attention to the litiga- 
tion between the city and the Bleecker-Street 
and Fulton Ferry Company, whose charter re- 
quired it to pay unnually to the city “1 per 
cent. of the gross receipts of said company.” 
The road was leased to the T'wenty-third-Street 
Company for the interest on its bonds and stock, 
amounting to $62,500 a year. Since then the 
Bleecker-Street Company has refused to pay 
anything to the city, asserting that it is not 
liable to pay anything; or, if anything, only 1 
per cent. on the $62,500.

GALWAY AND ABOUT IT 


TRIPS IN VARIOUS DIRECTIONS TO 
SPOTS WORTH SEEING, 


& SEAPORT WITHOUT COMMERCE—THE EN- 
TERPRISE THAT FAILED—GIRLS THAT 
ARE COMING OUT TO AMERICA, 


Gauway, [reland, May 21.—A foreign 
enemy wishing to settle in Ireland could 
not select a better point than Galway Bay. 
At the centre of the island on the north- 
west coast it is within three days’ march 
of Dublin, so that in the period before 
railways the power which held these two 
cities cut Ireland asunder, especially if 
Athlone on the Shannon were secured. By 
puch a line Ulster and Connaught were 
separated from Leinster and Mun- 
pter. The name Galway indicates 
that it was settled by foreigners, 
but it is uncertain whether the name 
was applied from early Norse settlers 
or the Welsh-Norman adventurers of the 
twelfth century. And as it is so central 
Galway is to-day the best place for effect- 
ing a peaceful landing, guide book in hand, 
from a transatlantic steamer. The line of 
steamers that once plied between New- 
York and this old town was discontinued 
owing to continual mishaps, occasioned, 
it is firmly believed in Ireland, by treach- 
erous pilots in the pay of the owners of 
rival lines at Liverpool. In consideration 
of the great saving of time to passengers 
by landing them here rather than in Liy- 
erpool the harbor of Galway was arranged 
for an extensive American commerce and 
& great hotel built. But when a steamer 
was run on the rocks in broad day- 
light the company gave up, and Galway 
relapsed into a port without commerce. 
Yet there is hardly another place in Ire- 
jand where the tourist can see at short 
notice so much beautiful scenery, so many 
old castles and abbeys, such a wealth of 
remains of the pagan and early Christian 
epochs. The Arran Islands lie before the 
mouth of the bay, and as one enters the 
marvelous tones of the Clare mountains 
develop themselves ou the right, They 
recall the prowess of Clare’s Horse on the 


losing side at the batties of Blenheim (1704) 
gnd Ramillies (1706) and the spirited song 
>y Thomas Davis: 
“When on Ramillies's bloody field 
The baffled French were forced to yield 
The victor Saxon backward reeled 
Before the charge of Clare’s Dragoons, 
The flags we conquered in that fray 
Look lone in Ypres’s choir, they say} 
We'll win them company to-day, 
Or bravely die like Clare’s Dragoons,” 
While resting from the fatigues of the 
ocean at Galway there is a choice of short 
excursions north and south which can be 
made with light luggage. If the weather 
be good the coast of Clare to the south- 
ward may be explored in a jaunting car 
down to Kilkee, where the scenery is 
magnificent. Thencethe Lower Shannon 
may be traversed to Limerick, which has 
a cathedral remarkable for its ponderous 
columns and ancient tomb inscriptions, a 
eastle called King John’s, and in its neigh- 
borhood varicus ruins worth seeing. Such 
a one is the picturesque Carrigogunnel, 
about 10 miles out of town, which has the 
meritofa ghost. A wicked Druidess lived 
there long ago, and used to light a 
eandle (coimneall) every night to the 
destruction of all who saw it, for 
this candle was a. very basilisk for 
killing people. St. Patrick, however, 
‘“‘put his come-hither over her,” as the 
phrase goes in Ireland, and, finding he 
could not convert her to Christianity, 
treated her like the serpents. The ghost, 
however, haunts the lovely ivy-clad rock 
and lights a spectral candle every now 
and then, just to show people that pagan- 
ism is not entirely dead, and to put to 
utter confusion those scholars who main- 
tain that Carrigogunnel never meant 
**rock of the candle’’ at all, but ** Connell’s 
Castle.” From Limerick you can take a 
freight steamer up the Shannon to Ath- 
lone, (**Luan’s Ford,”) or the railway by 
Ennis to Athenry, (‘Ford of the 
Kings,”) and so complete your lit- 
tle orbit back again to Galway. 
If yeu go up the Shannon there are 
oints of interest ali the way; Lough 
Jearg is a fine expansion of the river, a 
Tappan Zee on a smaller scale, which 
offers at least one island of archzological 
importance, Enis Cealtra; and about 10 
miles before reaching Athlone there is the 
ancient monastery and cemetery of (ron- 
macnoise, (Meadow of the Son of 
Nos.) Here are two specimens of the 
round tower in close proximity to relig- 
lous buildings. They bearout the theory 
of Prof. W. K. Sullivan as to their pur- 
pose in Christian hands. Wherever a 
round tower stands the sound of a bell on 
its summit will be heard over the greatest 
amount of land. The early saints bar- 
pained with the Kings of Ireland that they 
phould have jurisdiction spiritual as 
far as the sound of their bell. 
Like the founder of Carthage, who 
cut the hide into strips, the 
early saints were canny; they always se- 
lected the meeting place of a series of 
plains, and raised as high a tower as they 
could affordin orderto claim as much 
territory as possible. This explains why 
round towers are almost never on hilltops 
like castles. Athlone has a curious old 
fortification and a big barracks, where 
peveral thousand soldiers are always quar- 
tered. An Irish regiment could not be 
kept here because the men hid themselves 
in the town and made riots when the 
guard came to arrest them. The English 
soldiers were assaulted at first because 
they insulted women on the streets, but 
there isno trouble now. In fact, between 
the English and Irish lower orders there is 
no real hatred, The trouble has been 
that the ruling classes have incited them 
against each other for their own purposes. 
As democracy increases the people begin 
to see who are their true friends and no 
longer piay into the hands of the common 
enemy. 


A flight northward can be pleasantly 
managed from Galway as headquarters by 
taking a steamer up Lough Corribte Cong 
and driving over into Connemara. The 
lough offers some fine scenery in the 
course of 35 miles, with the ruins of a 
church on Inchagoill (‘island of the for- 
pigner’) and a great profusion of other 

icturesque islets. Cong has an old abbey 

nd afamous domain, that of Lord Ar- 
ailaun, once the brewer Guinness. He 
took his title from a sterile island off 
the coast, whose Gaelic name means 
“Height of the sea gulls.” Though 
Lord Ardilaun has opened roads and 
given much employment to woerking- 
men at Cong he is unpopular there. 
{| met his agent walking, followed by two 
well appointed constables with their rifles. 
Ardilaun, it appears, has evicted tenants 
and pays low rates to his laborers. Near 
Cong, on Lough Mask, is the sterile region 
where the Joyoe family was murdered and 
pt least one innecent man hanged for it. 
Mask Castle is a fine ruin: it overlooks the 
Bpot where monks in the old time hada 
pleasant little monastery, leaving door- 
ways with very curious capitals, and also 
the place where two bailiffs were sunk in 
the water after being done to death by 
enraged tenants. The land looks incapa- 
ble of supporting a population without 
any rents to pay. Cong is a good place to 
= from, but its accommodations will not 
ure the traveler to stop. 


From Cong the best way is to take an 
putside car round the head of Lough Corrib 
go as to meet the post, which runs twice a 
flay the 40 miles between Galway and Clif- 
fien.

As we toiled up the zigzag road away from 
the lough the scenery becsme more and 
more Alpine--nothing but brown moors 
banded with peat pits, kmobs of pray 
stone houses here and there, which were 
more like burrows than dwellings, having 
neither chimney nor barn, nor potato 
patch—human habitations upon which one 
might walk inadvertently, taking them 
for slightly steeper hillocks on the mount- 
ain side. Long before the Cross Roads 
were reached the driving rain turned to 
sleet, then to snow; all the mountain tops 
were white and we had the pleasure of 
undergoing a trightful Winter storm in 
mid-May. Buffeted first from one direo- 
tion, then from another, at times the 
slight vehicle and patient nag seemed 
about to be blown from the road. Lake 
Cullin (Holly Lake) is the loneliest of 
waters, and bears the worst reputation 
among the boatmen who come up to it 
from Corrib, as we could imagine well 
enough, seving the riot of squalls and 
whirlwinds that danced about its only 
building of note, aruined keep on Inish- 
Kirk. Most of these lands belong to Lord 
Ardilaun. At the Cross Roads, a desolate 
house on a moor filled with wind-swept 
pools, one enters a great bunting property. 
where those who van pay for it and their 
invited friends shoot hare, grouse, and 
other small game. The post road to Clif- 
den takes one past several lakes of no little 
beauty, of which Glendalough (Valley of 
the two Lakes) and Ballynahiach (Village 
of the Island) are the most notable. The 
latter has aruin on an island which never 
could have been a village, showing that 
Bally was sometimes used in a narrower 
sense. Innislacken (Isle of Stones, perhaps 
of cromlechs) is an island off the coast 
hereabout which used to afford great 
quantities of seaweed, but no longer does 
so. Among people so wretchedly poor the 
failure of this crop has contributed not a 
little to the recent distress. While want 
remains chronic here much has been done 
in ireland and elsewhere to supply 
the Achil men and others on the 
coast with seed potatoes and stores, 
the population is toe large for the 
barren land and seems unable to 
wrest from the sea a means of livelihood. 
The rain was still falling when Ballyna- 
hinch was left behind; but on the moor to 
the left two witchlike figures were seen, 
their heads half wrapped in plaid shawls, 
their limbs showing through wet short 
skirts, and their small red feet and legs 
flying from tuft to tuft of the moss. They 
were native girls driving the small coal- 
black cattle of these wild uplands, and the 
sight of the driver, an ancient friend, put 
them in the wildest spirits. “They swooped 
down on the car and were soon seated, 
laughing and singing, brushing the wet 
from their tangled hair and their hair 
from their red cheeks, but not forgetting 
to smooth the skirts of rough homespun 
modestly about their bare extremities. 
They were redolent of peat smoke, like 
the poteen they brew here in spite of all 
the constables; of good health, good 
humor, and of that indescribable fra- 
grance which comes from living almost 
completely out of doors. Presently we 
drew up before their own home; they 
seized various parcels coming to them 
from Galway, and in a twinkling they 
plunged into a comfortable-looking cabin 
of large size, hike a brace of colts, witha 
fiourish from their red heels. The men 
and boys of the family wore shoes; 
doubtless on Sunday these same head- 
long lasses turn out as well shod as 
any in Connemara. A few years hence 
these girls will be in the United States 
puzzling an American mistress by their 
ignorance on some points and unnatural 
ecuteness on others, If she could see the 
interiors of some of these cabins she 
would only wonder how they ever learn 
to use the resources of ‘‘ modern improve- 
ments.’’ Much is being done in Ireland to 
give all children a good schooling in the 
elements of book-wisdom, but there is no 
provision for the training of servants, 
wherefore there is much wailing in Ameri- 
can households, great misunderstandings, 
and many chances of profitable places lost 
to this class of emigrants. For this reason 
it is to be feared that our young friends, 
wher better clothed, fed, and housed than 
they are now, will be no longer so jolly 
and deyil-may-care. 

From Clifden as a starting point there 
are various trips to make among the 
islands, such as the Aran group. which 
contains very ancient fortifications dear 
to the antiquarian soul, as well as many 
remains of Christian occupation. The in- 
habitants still use the corracle, or skin 
boat, with framework of osier, but tarred 
canvas is now cheaper than leather. Here 
are the famous * beehive’ stone huts of 
early iionks, by which architects set great 
store as elementary in the study of build- 
ing, and a Teampull Benan, or church of 
&t. Benan, supposed to be of the sixth cent- 
ury, the whole structure about as large asa 
drawing room in an ordinary New-York 
house. The Aran group alone will oc- 
cupy a week if the tourist be an archzolo- 
gist, for its antiquities are as numerous as 
they are original. The scenery of Achil 
is very bold, and it has its own antiquities. 
Clew Bay, the islands Turk (boar) Bofin, and 
Clare, the town of Westport, and thence 
by rail, Killala, where the French landed 
in 1798, are but a part of the places which 
call for examination. Ireland 1s indeed so 
wonderfully rich in spots worth seeing 
that one needs a separate guide book for 
a comparatively poor region like Con- 
naught alone. Kay.

The Pacific railroad companies are 
again before Congress for relief. The committee 
on these roads ‘has reported a bill providing for 
the payment of certain sums in full of all de- 
mands against them. To the subsidy bonds is to 
be added the interest that bas accrued and is to 
accrue up to the maturity of the bonds in 1896-7. 
The whole sum s0 ascertained in the case of the 
Union Pacific will equal about $66,000,000, Upon 
this amount as a principal sum interest isto be 
calculated at the rate of 8 per'cent. for 80 years, 
such interest to equal about $56,000,000. The 
total sum, about $122,000,000, 18 to be divided into 
140 parts, one of which is to be paid semi-annual- 
ly, without interest, the annual payments to 
equal about $1,800,000. The results proposed 
may be made a little plainer to the ordi- 
nary mind by stating that the company 
proposes to pay about 8 per cent, annually for 
70 years on a sum equal to the principal and in- 
terest that will be found due at the maturity of 
the bonds. Such is, substantially, the bill which 
is soon to come up for discussion in the Hause. 

Of course, in all propositions for the settle- 
ment of an acknowledgea debt the first thing to 
be considered is the ability or the debtor to pay; 
or, when security is put up, its adequacy to the 
payment of the debt. The Union Pacific in- 
cludes three subsidized lines—tne Union Pacifio, 
to which bonds to the amount of $27,209,512 
were i:sued; the Kansas Pacific, to which 
bonds to the amount of $6,808,000, and 
the Central Branch, to which bonds to 
the amount of $1,600,000 were issued. 
The first two companies have been consolidated, 
but the Government has to look to the constitu- 
ents for the payment of the loans severally 
made to them—the consolidated company not 
undertaking to pay their debts. ‘The Central 
Branch nas been acquired by the Union Pacitic 
by purchase of its share capital. So far as the 
Kansas Pacific and Central Branch are con- 
cerned the security seems to be ample. The 
first mortgage of the Kansas Pacific equais the 
amount of the subsidy bonds, the two amount- 
ing to $12,606,000, averaging only $25,000 per 
mile of line. To this amount is to be added the 
unpaid interest accruing upto the maturity of 
the subsidy bonds, say $5,000,000 in all. Interest 
atthe rate of 6 per cent. upon the total sum 
equals $1,055,360 annually. The net earnings of 
tunis road for along time past have equaled about 

2,000,000 annually. The net earnings of the 
company could be readily capitalized at 6 per 
cent., such capitalization equaling $33,333,833, a 
sum twice greater than the first mortgage and 
subsidy bonds with all the interest that has 
accrued or is to accrue on the same. The 
Kansas Pacific consequently has ample means 
for the payment of the debt due the Govern- 
ment, The latter could retire the first mort- 
gage bonas by an issue of its own 8 per cents, 
the company or any successor agreeing to pay 
the interest thereon. In such case the annual 
charge for interest would be reduced to below 
$1,000,000. But perhaps a better test of the 
value of the security put up on the Govern- 
ment bonds is the opinion of capitalists 
and investors. The Kansas Pacific has 
outstanding 6 per. cent. _ bonds to an 
amount equaling about $15,000,000, subject 
by way of lien to the subsidy bonds. These 
bonds are selling in the market at a considerable 
premium, yet their holders cannot get a dollar 
until the Government is first fully paid. The 
amount ot bonds issued to the Central Branch 
equals $16,000,000. The overdue interest on the 
same equals a like sum. At their maturity the 
bonds, with the overdue interest, will equal 
about $4,000,000. The net earnings of this road 
the past year equaled nearly $600,000. So valu- 
able was this enterprise, the Union Pacific 
Company paid about 250 for the stock, the par 
being $100. 

The payment, therefore, of the debts, about 
$16,000,000, that will be due from these two 
companies at the maturity of the subsidy 

bonds seems to be secured beyond any 
contingency by ample collateral. fo the 
Union Pacific bonds were issued to the 
amount of $27,239,512. The overdue _in- 
terest BOW umounts to about $12,000,000. This 
overdue interest is accumulating at the rate of 
about $800,000 annualiy. The total amount of 
principal and interest that will be due at the 
maturity of the bonds will be about $48,000,000. 
The annual interest on thissum at 6 por cent. 
will equal $2,880,000. The net earnings of the 
company the past year amounted to a sum twice 
greater than such interest. It is to be borne in 
mind that nearly all the property of the consoli- 
dated company really belongs to the Union 
Pacific and is covered by the subsidy mortgage: 
Should this company so elect it could capitalize 
its net earnings at 6 per cent., the result being 
some $80,000,000, asum,as in the case of the 
Kansas Pacific, nearly twice greater than the 
debt that would be found due to the Gov- 
ernment. It has, therefore, ample means 
in hand for the prompt payment of 
the subsidy and first mortgage bonds when they 
falldue. But the best test, as in the case of the 
Kansas Pacific, of the value of the security put 
up for the Government bonds is the high price 
which the junior securities of the Union Pacific 
command. Its 8 per cent. sinking fund bonds, 
maturing in 1894, two years at least before the 
subsidy bonds, ana which are subordinate to 
them by way of lien, are selling in the open 
market for 119. At this rate they pay the pur- 
chaser only 5 per cent. Tney certainly would 
not be selling at this rate if the smallest doubt 
existed as to the ability of the company to take 
care of all its debts as they may become due. Itis 
to be remembered that, in addition to its railroad, 
by which the subsidy bonds are directly secured, 
the company have a very large amount of secu- 
rities of branch lines, from it received last year 
an income of $2,800,000, an amount very nearly 
equal to the annual interest that will be due the 
Government upon the maturity of the subsidy 
bonds. Upon all this the Government has an 
unquestioned lien, subject only to that of the 
first mortgage bonds of the company. 

It seemg conclusive, therefore, that the Goy- 
ernment debt upon all the roadsin the Union 
Pacific system is adequately secured. The com- 
pany, indeed, does not deny this, but it claims 
that a concession should be made for the benefit 
of tne stockholders, urging that it is essential to 
its proper management that the road should be 
dividend paying. . There is sometruth and much 
speciousness in this argument, The most cor- 
rupt period in the history of the company was 
at the time when dividends at the highest rates 
were paid. Still, a good property is more likely 
to be looked after thana poor one. This isa 
matter proper for the consideration of Congress. 
It is not, however, the argument upon which 
the company mainly relies. There are now. 
its President tells us, not one in ten of 
the holders of the stock that were holders 
in 1880, and not one in 150 that were holders of 
the stock in 1876. To account for this great 
change would be to enter upon a fleld too wide 
for discussion here. Tne stock, or the greater 
part of it, of the company was issued gratui- 
tously to its promoters. It was natural that 
thase who received it for nothing should be 
anxiousto turn it intomoney at its par value, 
This they were able in a great degree to aceom- 
plish by manipulation, chiefly by the payment 
of dividends, baving no other purpose but to 
give a market value to their holdings, The re- 
sult was that ther got rid of them at a good 
round price. It is now very widely distributed 
among those who purchase for investment, 
Their relief isthe only question that Congress 
is really called upon to consider, The security 
for the Government debt is entirely ample. The 
company may in general terms declare its ina- 
bility to pay it at its maturity, but Its annual re- 
ports contain ample evidence to the contrary. It 
virtually declares any concession which the 
Government may make will be handed over to 
the stockhoiders by the way of dividends. The 
history of the company is by no means a savory 
one, and the present management will gain 
nothing by attempting to show the contrary, 
It should keep the past out of sight and rest 
upon the unfortunate position of the present 
stockholders, who had nothing to do with the 
scandals that got them into all their troubles. 
The only question for Congress to consider is 
whether it will or will not make concessions 
upon its security for their benefit. It may be 
added, however, that something would be 
gained by getting this concern out or Congress. 
So long as the present relations between it and 
the Government continue it is sure to remain, 
as in the past, a fruitful source of political cor- 
ruption. A.

A LITTLE CONVERSATION IN 
NEWPORT EXPRESS, 

THE SLEEK MAN WHO WAS INFLUENTIAL 
IN WALL-STREET AND HAD PHILAN- 
THROPIC AIMS, 

New-Havyszn, June 10,—One day last week 
Mr. Henry Clews, the Wall-street banker, 
boarded an express train for Newport and came 
skurrying up through Connecticut and over the 
Shore Line into Rhode Island's Summer terri- 
tory. He was journeying to direct certain 
changes in The Rocks, his Newport home, pre- 
paratory to its early occupation for the season. 
But Mr. Clews is never happy when he has to be 
idle, and, having dispatched the news morsels 
served up to his taste in THu TrMums, he fished 
arollof white paper out of a yellow leather 
handbag and, propping himself well backina 
comfortable position, sharpened a pencil and 
industriously sent his fingers flying across the 
pages till, by the time this town's harbor hove 
in sight, that pencil was well worn down to a 
modest stub. 

“N’aven! timefreshments!” yelled black 
Tommy at the car door, and along with every- 
body else out climbed Mr. Clews in a pell-mell 
Charge upon the station’s milk and pie empo- 
rium. Gracious Tom Kennedy, who these many 
years has been the New-Haven station's police- 
man, and who has in his memory the face of 
every notable man who ever ventured into this 
region, espied the man from Wall-street, and 


descended upon him with ebundant well wishes 
pent up for the 12 months since Mr. Oiews jour- 
heyed this wey before. From that moment 
Henry Clews wasa marked man in the crowd, 
and even the coy maidens who shine back of the 
custard counters waked up enough for the mo- 
ment to take a good long look at the Stock Ex- 
change wauderer. Then there came the all 
aboard cry, and out of town went the train past 
Branford and Stony reek, Saybrook, and 
New-London, ana Stonington on over into 
Rhode Island. 

But now there was a passenger in the seat by 
Mr. Clews, and though the Wall-street man es- 
sayed to resume his writing he did not have the 
opportunity to get into any such comfortable 
position as was at his command on the first haif 
of his trip, and he began to lament pretty thor- 
oughly the bad luck that had prevented his se- 
curing @ reserved seat in one of the parlor 
coaches. An added sorrow bubbled up before 
Fair Haven had been reached. The new passen- 
ger wasatalker. A tall, sleek individual he was, 
with a countenance made up by nature for the 
Private Secretary, and a voice that sounded with 
every syliable all the notesof a prayer meet- 
ing. * Yes, Sir,”and “ No, Sir,” quoth Mr, Clews, 
in answer to observations and queries that 
fell upon him, while that dwarf of a lead pencil 
still bravely tried to do its duty. Mr. Clews was 
at work on that book which he is to publish this 
Summer telling about his Wall-street experi- 
ences, and just now he was wrestling with sun- 
shine and shadow adjectives wherewith to tell 
the tale of the good man who entered Wall- 
street not so many years ago to break Jay Gould 
—Ool. A. B. Stockwell’ when he first ar- 
rived worth a half million, with a quarter of a 
million saluted as “* Capt. Stockwell,” at $100,000 
plain ** Mr. Stockwell,” and with $10,000 curtly 
hailed as “ Stockwell,’ till bankruptcy in the 
end made it ** That red-haired son of a gun from 
Cleveland.”

A SINGULAR WILL SET ASIDP. 

LANOASTER, Penn., June 10.—Gen. A. D. 
Ditmars,a wealthy and most eccentric man, 
died in this city on June 16, 1883, and when his 
will was probated it was found that he had 
ignored all his relatives save his sister, Mrs. 
Sarah Mead, of Warren, Penn., to whom he gave 
$4,000, giving a like sum to Mary Christ, his 
housekeeper. The will concluded as follows: 


“The remainderiof my estate I bequeath to he 
used in means to ascertain what children were 
created to do; that the child may be directed to, 
and instructed in, what he or she is best adapted 
to do; my Executor to use the sum to the best of 
his judgment in means to carry out my herein 
expressed desire.” The inventory of the real es- 
tate and personal property of the decedent 
which was filedin the office of the Register of 
Wills footed up $118,851 11, and the account filed 
subsequently, after deducting expenses, counsel 
fees, muney expended for the purchase of a 
house wherein to carry out the wishes of Gen. 
Ditmars, showed a balance in tavor of the estate 
of $69,094 98. After the will was probated Mrs. 
Harriet Rappelye, of Newton, Long Island, 
a relative of the deceased, asked for 
an issue to try the validity of the 
will, alleging that at the time of 
the making of it Gen. Ditmars was of unsound 
mind, and alleging further that undue influence 
had been used to cause him to make such a will. 
Our court graoted the issue, when counsel for 
Mrs. Rappelye asked to have the case certified 
to the United States Circuit Court, where they 
desired to try it. This was done, and the case 
was tried in Philadelphia to-day. Judge Butler, 
in his charge to the jury, said the will was too 
indefinite and utterly impracticable to be car- 
ried out, and the jury, without leaving their 
seats, found that Gén. Ditmars was insane. The 
estate will now be distributed according to the 
laws of intestacy. Mrs. Rappelye died last Au- 
gust, and the suit was carried on by her estate 
and ex-Judge Wetmore, nephew of the deceased.

EARLY HOURS FOR BANK CLERES. 

Sixty banks, members of the New-York 
Clearing House Association, issued a circular 
yesterday pertinent to the Saturday early-clos- 
ing movement, in which It is said: 


“The bank officers of the city have recently ex- 
pressed their dissent from tne endeavor to pasa a law 
through the State Legislature making the half of 
every Saturday during the entire year a legal holiday, 
so far as to arrest the payment of commercial obil- 
gations during a portion of that day. ‘l'bis action 
they felt constrained to take because of a doubt of the 
efticacy of such a local statute, and because of the 
extra risk incurred in thus suspending in one State 
the o:,eration of long-estab ished and universal law 
upon the subject of business paper. ‘They were also 
mindful of the inconvenience imposed upon the com- 
munity of so often demanding a change or time in the 
maturity of commercial obliga tons, 

‘Kut while thus moved solely by a sense of official 
duty they neverthe'ess sympathize with the object 
avowed by friendly iegislutors to give to the large 
class of persons engaged in banking, commercial, and 
mercantile pursuits some opportunity during the week 
for relief and relaxation from the toils of business. ‘they 
believe that this good object can be more safely and 
substantially effected without law, by simple voluntary 
action and co-operation on the part of the public 
themselves. To this end they recommend that during 
the Summer ensuing the experiment: be fairly tried of 
bringing all banking and commercial businass for the 
week us fur as possible to a close on Saturday at 1 
o’clock -« apd we will cheerfully use our en- 
Geayors to grrange the operations of our respective 
banks with each other and with the public to effect 
that object.” 


The following notice will be sent to depositors 
of the various banks: 


“In order to aid the employes of this bank to enjoy 
the benefits of an early closing on Saturday deslers are 
respectfully requested, if convenient, to transact their 
business by 1 P. M. on that day.”

may find to be entitled to receive it. 


Senator Edmunds to-day introduced by re- 
quest a bill to incorporate the Maritime Canal Com- 


pany of Nicaragua, to construct and operate a ship 
canal via Lake Nicuragua and the River San Juan. 
The principal office of the company is to be in New- 
York. and the capitai stock isto be not less than 500,- 
000 nor more than 1,060,000 shares of $100 each. The 
aggregate of all charges, dues, and towage collected 
by the company for the transportation of vessels 
through the canal is not to exceed the rate of $z 50 
gold coin per ton, or 40 cubic teet measurement, but 
the company may at its option charge in lieu thereof 
not exceeding $i 25 per ton actual displacement of 
any sieam vessel, or $1 75 per ton of the actunl displace- 
ment of any sailing vessel passing through the canal.

The Stgnal Service Bureau report tindi- 
pates for to-day, in this city, fair weather, 
nearly stationary temperature, northerly 
winds. 





The decision in the matter of the nom- 
nation of Morris THomas to be Indian 
Inspector awaits the report of Senator 
InGaLis. It is reported that this gentle- 
man will base any opposition he may 
make to confirmation on THomas’s bad 
wareer as a politician. We trust that that 
will not be made the basis of the Senate’s 
action. We should be glad if THomas 
could be rejected with a plain ‘statement 
that his reputation in the community 
where he has lived makes him unfit 
for the United States service. He ought 
mot to have been nominated. His name 
should have been withdrawn when the 
facts in his career were made known. He 
thas absolutely no claim to consideration 
except the indorsement of the irresponsi- 
ble majority of the Maryland delegation, 
rwhose opinion or desire in the matter 
gphould never have been sought or weighed. 
The delay in acting on his nomination has 
‘been unfortunate, and if, after all, it has 
ot sufficed to enable the Senate to see its 
plain duty, it will be doubly so. 








The real ‘‘ catch” in the amended Can- 
for bill appears to be in the wording of 
the provision which prescribes the per- 
‘centage to be paid the city for the use of 
yailroad franchises. In the original bill, 
which is now a law, the franchise in any 
case must be granted to the bidder who 
will pay the largest percentage of the 
gross receipts ‘‘ derived from the opera- 
tion” of the railroad. In the amended 
bill the phraseology is the “ gross re- 
‘ceipts of said company or corpora- 
tion,” that is, the company making 
the bid. If, then, itis argued, this par- 
ticular company leases its privileges to 
another at a nominal rate, the city may 
be cheated of its rightful revenue from 
the franchise. Corporation Counsel La- 
DOMBE calls the attention of the Attorney- 
General to the fact that an analogous case 
bas been troubling the city for some 
years and that nothing has been collected 
from the Bleecker-Street Road under 
the act of 1878, because it is leased to the 
Twenty-third-Street Company. The mat- 
ter is still in litigation. This looks likea 
trap deliberately set by somebody. 








The Nicaragua Canal project appears to 
fe put on a proper basis in the new bill 
introduced in the Senate by Mr. EpMunps 
yesterday. So far as appears from the 
brief statement of its provisions the bill

Mr. RIDDLEBERGER is a zealous but not 
very efficient advocate of open sessions, and 
he did the resolution yesterday the poor 
service of insisting on a vote on the ques- 
tion of bringing itup. He was naturally 
badly beaten, as he managed to excite the 
opposition of every Senator interested in 
any other measure. Some of these are 
doubtless in favor of open sessions, but 
our dispatches indicate that the time has 
gone by for this session when the meas- 
ure can be carried. So much the worse 
for the Senators, who might have done 
themselves credit and the country good 
by abolishing their absurd and mischievous 
secret sessions. 








Mr. Biount, in the chair in Committee 
of the Whole, yesterday ruled that all 
legislation in appropriation bills was con- 
trary to the rules. No one seriously ques- 
tioned the correctness of the ruling and 
Mr. RanpDattu admitted it without hesita- 
tion. Yet the whole framework of the 
Legislative, Executive, and Judicial bill 
now pending in the House rests on ex- 
actly the opposite interpretation of the 
rules. What a curious spectacle Mr. 
RANDALL is making of himself this year ! 
Here is a bill embodying about all that 
has even been proposed in the way of 
economy this session. RANDALL allows 
poor old HoLman to get up an elaborate 
bill reducing the salaries of some hundred 
persons when he knows all the time that 
the whole scheme will be knocked into 
splinters by the first objection. Consider- 
ing that the bill has been delayed for 
months and that it is finally brought in in 
a hopelessly defective condition, it looks 
as if Mr. RaNDALL is not in earnest in his 
professions of devotion to economy. 











Opponents of the music of the future 
have now an opportunity to point to the 
fate of the King of Bavaria as the nat- 
ural result of an excessive indulgence in 
the vice of WaGneR. The goings-on of 
this melancholy monarch have for some 
years supplied topics of discourse to the 
native and foreign residents of Munich. 
Inasmuch as Bavaria did not need any 
Government, her serious affairs having 
been taken in charge by the empire, 
King Louis has been permitted to have 
his own way until his own way became 
incompatible with the rights of his sub- 
jects to life, liberty,and the fursuit of 
happiness. So long as he confined 
his efforts to making an absurd and 
even an extravagant spectacle of himself 
his lieges put up with him, but he has be- 
come too expensive to be supported any 
longer. Moreover, his practice of locking 
up those of his subjects who became in- 
convenient or disagreeable made it a pub- 
lic necessity that some restraint should be 
put upon him. The story of this absurd 
monarch will have a very wholesome 
effect in dissipating what remains of the 
superstitious awe with which the institu- 
tion of monarchy is still regarded, 








WHAT MR. RANDALL IS AFTER. 


A question of order was raised by Col. 
MorRISON in the House yesterday, and 
decided by the presiding officer, Mr. 
Biount, which must be regarded as dis- 
posing of the Randall-Holman attack on 
thecivilservicereform. The question was 
raised on another provision of the Legis- 
lative and Executive Appropriation bill, 
but the decision appears to be compre- 
hensive. It was to the effect that the 
rules of the House forbid the intro- 
duction, either in the original bills re- 
ported from the committee, or by amend- 
ment, of any legislation whatever in ap- 
propriation bills On this point Mr. 
RANDALL somewhat ostentatiously al- 
lowed himself to be cornered, and driven 
to a statement of his belief that the 
rules of the House did forbid legislation 
in precisely this sweeping and conclusive 
fashion. He added that he believed that 
the rule was a mistake, and ought to be 
promptly repealed. 

But Mr. RANDALL knows that a rule 
forming a substantive part of the House’s 
regulation of its proceedings and embody- 
ing a principle of such importance and 
such constant application cannot be 
changed in amoment. He knows, also, 
what is of some interest as showing his 
motive in his recent remarkable demon- 
stration, that, whether the rule ought to 
be repealed or not, it had not been re- 
pealed when his committee reported the 
proviso as to the reform in direct viola- 
tion of it He knew when the pro- 
viso was injected into the bill, 
when it was approved by the majority, 
himself included, when it was reported 
to the House, when it was debated on 
Tuesday and Wednesday, and when he 
himself and his colleague, Mr. Houtman, 
defended it, that this proviso was not 
worth the paper it was written on, and 
would be instantly swept away when a 
point of order was raised upon it. Clear- 
ly, therefore, it was not as a legislative 
provision which he expected or intended 
should be enacted that he sustained the 
clause. The question naturally arises, 
Why did he distinctly indorse a proposi- 
tion so ridiculously framed, so obviously 
mischievous, which he knew was doomed 
to anearly and complete extinction? 

Exactly what was his motive is, of 
course, a secret locked in Mr. RANDALL’S 
somewhat tough bosom, but it may fairly 
be inferred from the plain consequences 
of his acts. It was doubtless in part to 
vent his spite against the reform. He 
does not like it and never has, though he 
has sometimes pretended that he did in a 
half-hearted way. He thinks it a bad 
thing in itself, and he probably thinks 
that it is unpopular. Mr. Eaton «has 
shown very neatly the workings of the re- 
form that make it distasteful to Mr. Ran- 
DAaLL and to men of his type. It inter- 
feres with their office-mongering. It pre- 
vents them from paying their political 
and personal debts out of the Treasury. 
It closes the service to their dependents, 
whether pretty women or worthless boys 
or equally worthless old men. It holds up 
to the public a standard of the public 
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condemned, It opens public employment 
to merit without regard to partisanship 
or the backing of Congressmen, and thus 
deprives them of their stock in trade. 
Therefore Mr. RANDALL personally hates 
the reform and was glad of an oppor- 
tunity to express his feeling toward it. 
But this was not his only purpose. He 
knows that the reform is detested by the 
managing politicians of his party all over 
the country, and he was willing to curry 
favor with them by this treacherous 
assault upon it. Mr. RaNnpaLiL has the 
‘“bee,” and as he has no serious claims 
upon the’confidence of his party, and has 
lately been roundly denounced as a traitor 
to it, he is glad to court the good-will of 
the men who manipulate conventions and 
who, if they do not represent party opin- 
ion, control the official expression of it. 

Nor was Mr. RANDALL averse to hold- 
ing up to ridicule the President, whose 
policy of reform he has assailed. He has 
not the courage to oppose Mr. CLEVELAND 
directly, but he would, as Mr. Eaton has 
pointed out, be willing to wound though 
afraid to strike. He knows that his own 
chances for party preferment are in an in- 
verse ratio to Mr. CLEVELAND’s popularity. 
He knows, also, that to the extent that he 
can commit the representatives of his 
party to enmity to the reform he weakens 
Mr. CLEVELAND’s influence on the party. 
He is doubtless gratified that in the 
recent debate only one Democratic 
voice was raised in bebalf of the 
President and his honest and manly 
course. To a man who stoops to do 
things of this sort in this cowardly fash- 
ion it would be idle to suggest that he 
would be much better employed in direct- 
ing his party in the reduction of expendi- 
tures and of taxation. If he were desirous to 
make his party strong by making it sound 
and wise he would need no such sugges- 
tion. As itis, he has made himself con- 
spicuously contemptible in the eyes of all 
reasonable men, and so far as his personal 
aspirations are concerned he has done so 
in vain. 








THE AQUEDUCT ENGINEERS. 


The reorganization of the Aqueduct 
Commission was the result of a political 
‘‘ deal,” and the purpose was to make a 
political machine of it, by which Mr. 
JoHN O'BRIEN, in his dual capacity of poli- 
tician and contractor, and those allied 
with him, should benefit. This was 
perfectly understood at the time the 
bill authorizing the change was passed 
and the new Commissioners were ap- 
pointed by Gov. Hitt. The men ap- 
pointed on the commission were se- 
lected for the purpose of carrying 
out the objects of the ‘‘ deal,” Mr. FisH 
being practically agreed upon in advance 
as the representative of the Republican 
politicians of whom JoHN J. O'BRIEN 
was the leading spirit. With Commis- 
sioner SQuIRE these men constitute a ma- 
jority of the Aqueduct Board, and have 
full control of the work. What Mr. 
SQUIRE is everybody knows. He has 
neither capacity for directing a work of 
this kind, nor honest instincts to impel 
him to act in the interest of the public. 
Anything he takes part in controlling has 
for its object private and political job- 
bery and nothing else. 

That Mr. SQUIRE and the new Commis- 
sioners are intent upon making a political 
job of the aqueduct work is more evi- 
dent with every move they make. One 
of the first steps was to put Commissioner 
BALDWIN off the important Committee on 
Construction and secure control of it for 
themselves. Mr. BALDWIN is nota poli- 
tician, but he is a man of business ca- 
pacity and integrity and has quite 
as much of the public confidence 
as any member of the board, His 
character and his experience should have 
made him secure on the committee hav- 
ing direct oversight of the work of con- 
struction, but he would have been sure to 
be an obstacle to any attempt to give a 
loose rein to the contractors and to se- 
cure approval for imperfect work. He 
has no sympathy with the design to make 
the construction ‘of the aqueduct serve 
the purposes of the politicians at the ex- 
pense of the public. Therefore he was 
relegated to a back seat in the commis- 
sion, 

Latterly the political Commissioners 
have been engaged in an onslaught upon 
Chief Engineer CuurcH. Mr. CHURCH’S 
long experience, approved ability, and 
thorough honesty are well known in 
this community, and he needs no de- 
fense from the attacks of a man 
like Squirt. No one will doubt 
his watchfulness over the work com- 
mitted to his charge or his care for the 
public interests. Mr. Squire and Mr. 
FisH have been looking for flaws in the 
brickwork and masonry on certain sec- 
tions of the aqueduct and making them 
the ground for criticising the Chief En- 
gineer. Mr. CuurcnH’s judgment of this 
kind of work is much better than theirs, 
and his anxiety to make it what it ought 
to be is certainly greater than theirs is at 
all likely to be, but the contract for that 
kind of work is not in the hands of men 
whom the politicians can use, and they are 
seeking for a pretext to change it. More- 
over, they would be glad to get rid of Mr. 
CHURCH himself, in whose engineering 
politics plays no part. They are not only 
seeking for defects in the work for which 


he is responsible, but Squire, of all men in . 


the world, is accusing him of extravagance. 

Squire says that the engineering force 
is too large. Of that Mr. CaurcsH, who is 
responsible for the work, is the best judge. 
There is not the slightest ground for be- 
lieving that he is disposed to employ more 
men than he needs, but he undoubtedly is 
disposed to keep up a very close inspection 
of the work of construction and bring it up 
to the highest requirements, Such a su- 
pervision is in the interest of economy, 
and Mr. Cuurcnu’s knowledge, expe- 
rience, and integrity are the best 
guarantee the public ‘could have of 
the quality of the work done, Against 
it the allegations of Squire and FisH 
have no weight whatever. It is a 
part of their plan to adapt the inspec- 
tion of the work to the main purpose 
they have in view of making the con- 
tracts profitable and deriving from them 
the political benefits which the commis- 
sion was reorganized to secure. They de- 


sire first of all a Chief Engineer sub- 
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servient to their purposes. While Mr, 
CHurcH is in charge of the work 
they would cripple his resources for 
watching and directing it, and if he will 
not stand the pressure they would rejoice 
to be rid of him in order that they might 
give the place to a man of their own, 
We hope Mr. CHurcH will stick. The 
public has confidence in him, and he can- 
not be spared from this great work for 
which he has qualifications that. could not 
be easily foundinanother. The Aqueduct 


Commission should be conscious of the 
fact that it is watched very closely and 
somewhat anxiously by the public, and 
would do well to proceed with prudence, 








RAILROAD ATIORNEYS IN 
SENATE. 

It ought to be plain to everybody that 
Senators of the United States who are 
frequently required to discuss and vote 
upon legislative measures affecting the 
vast pecuniary and other interests of 
railroad companies that have received 
great subsidies in land or money from 
Congress should not at the same 
time be the paid and _ regularly 
retained attorneys oor agents of 
those companies. This proposition seems 
to us to be so clear that it needs no sup- 
port in the way of argument. But there 
a@re eleven Senators—Messrs. Evarts, 
Epmunps, Hoar, MitcHeitui of Oregon, 
Bowen, TELLER, SEWELL, SAWYER, CaM- 
ERON, RIDDLEBERGER, and Dawrs—who 
do not take this view of the mat- 
ter. They voted yesterday against the 
passage of Mr. Brcx’s bill, which provides 
that no Senator shall act as the attorney 
or agent of such corporations. They 
were opposed by 87 votes. Final action 
has been suspended by a motion to recon- 
sider, entered by Mr. Haw .ety, but it is 
to be hoped that action will be taken 
speedily upon this motion, and that the 
House will then pass the bill without 
delay. 

The strenuous opposition of eleven Sen- 
ators will probably convince the people 
that their interests imperatively demand 
the enactment of the Beck bill or some 
bill containing similar provisions. 

It might be well for Senatorial railroad 
attorneys to consider the effect of a dis- 
cussion of this question upon the public 
mind, and in particular to weigh care- 
fully the possible results of putting them- 
selves forward as the defenders of a prac- 
tice which, to say the least, has come to 
be considered as compromising, and 
among old-fashioned political moralists is 
looked upon as disreputable.

THE CHANCES OF HOME RULE, 


The rejection of the Home Rule bill is 
really the beginning of the final agitation 
in England for home rule in Ireland. That 
topic has not thus far been brought be- 
fore the British constituencies as the 
issue of a campaign. Mr. GLADSTONE 
brought it into his personal canvass for 
Mid-Lothian. But the vague announce- 
ment that he was prepared to sup- 
port any scheme of local self-gov- 
ernment for Ireland which would 
not impair the integrity of the 
Empire by no means prefigured the elab- 
orate plan of home rule which he subse- 
quently submitted to the House of Com- 
mons. In fact that plan had no exist- 
ence, even in his own mind, until long 
after the elections had been decided, and 
he himself had undertaken the formation 
of a Ministry. Moreover, the declaration 
itself was incidental, and not essential to 
his canvass, which for the most part 
turned upon other questions, 

The official announcement of a disso- 
lution made yesterday by Lord KIMBER- 
LEY renders it certain that the merits, 
not merely of home rule, but of Mr. GLap- 
STONE’s scheme for home rule, will be the 
controlling issue in the new elections. 
Candidates of all parties have made up 
their minds to this, and they must stand 
or fall by the position they take with refer- 
ence to local self-government in Ireland. 
Predictions are very unsafe even when 
made by men intimately familiarwith Eng- 
lish politics. They are even more hazard- 
ous when ventured by foreigners. But one 
or two.facts which cannot fail to have an 
influence on the result of the elections 
are 50 obvious that it is open to anybody 
to point them out. In the first place, it 
may be said, with scarcely any qualifica- 
tion, that the Irish vote in England 
was cast solidly at the last elec- 
tions for the Conservative candidates 
and will be cast solidly at the 
next elections for the Liberals, Just 
how important a factor this vote is we 
have no means of ascertaining, but that 
it is important, and that a considerable 
number of Conservatives owe their seats 
ia the present House of Commons to it, 
no one can doubt. Whatever it is it will 
go together. No other vote is so well or- 
ganized, so well disciplined, and so com- 
pletely subjected to the will of its leaders. 

In the next place, it is plain that the 
defection of Mr. CHAMBERLAIN and his 
followers has not strengthened them be- 
fore the country. Itis generally attribut- 
ed to the personal ambition of Mr. CHam- 
BERLAIN and to his eagerness to grasp the 
Liberal leadership by usurpation in his 
impatience at having been so long kept 
out of it. His own seat is no doubt 
secure, but he will return to the next 
House in the character of an ‘‘Adullam- 
ite.” If the Liberals have a working 
majority, he will not be a member of 
a Ministry necessarily pledged to home 
rule. On the other hand, it would be fatal 
to him to become a member of a Govern- 
ment headed either by a Conservative or 
by a Whig. And, however secure he 
may be of his seat, his followers are by no 
means secure of theirs. One of them, 
Mn. RYLAnpDs, on Tuesday addressed a 
meeting of his Liberal constituents to ex- 
plain his vote against the Home Rule bill, 
and a resolution approving his course 
was voted down three to one. In face of 
such a result many Liberals who voted 
against the bill may find reasons for re- 
vising their opinions on home rule before 
they appeal for a re-election. 

Again, Mr. PaRNBLL’s shrewdness has 
at no time been more conspicuously dis- 
played than in his anxiety to keep out of 
the question what may be called the 
religious issue. The speech he made on 





to this anxiety. The strength of the 
Liberty Party in England, and especially 
of its Radical wing, is in the middle class 
Dissenters, and these Dissenters may be 
counted upon to oppose any measure which 
they think likely to increase the power of 
the Roman Catholic Church, whatever its 
merits may be in other respects. The 
irrelevant circumstance, to which never- 
theless Mr. PARNELL astutely alluded in 
his speech, that he is himself a Protestant, 
will go further toward allaying the hos- 
tility arising from ‘this source than any- 
thing that he could possibly adduce in the 
way of argument. His example has been 
followed or anticipated by such of the 
Nationalist members as are Roman Cath- 
olics to such good purpose that Protest- 
ant prejudice against granting self-govern- 
ment to a Roman Catholic community, if 
not removed, isin a great degree disarmied. 

The talk about Ulster by the opponents 
of the home rule scheme seemed point- 
less as argument against Mr. GLapstonr’s 
bill, but it was in fact skillfully contrived 
as an appeal to this Protestant prejudice. 
It has been shorn of much of its force 
for this purpose by the scandalous 
riots of the Orangemen in Belfast. No 
worse effect could have been predicted 
from the enactment of the bill, 
in the persecution of Protestants by 
Roman Catholics,! than the effect which 
has followed the rejection of the bill, in 
the persecution of Roman Catholics by 
Protestants, These outrages were so un- 
provoked and so brutal that they can 
scarcely fail to excite against their per- 
petrators whatever there may be of the 
love of fair play of. which all classes of 
Britons boast as especially a British trait. 

Upon the whole there seem to be good 
grounds for a hope that Mr. GLaDsTONE 
may find himself, at the beginning of the 
next Parliament, with a working majority 
behind him prepared to support such a 
measure of home rule for Ireland as he 
may then think best to introduce. Mr. 
BuaINE has just shown, however, that 
American statesmen who desire this result 
will best promote it by holding their peace 
until the question is decided. 








CROPS AT HOME AND ABROAD, 


The reports of the Department of Agri- 
culture for May and June show that the 
crops of the year are large and, thus far, 
generally in good condition. Winter 
wheat has not suffered as it did last year, 
and on the ist inst. Spring wheat was in 
better condition than it was on the cor- 
responding date in 1885. Since the June 
report was prepared it has been in some 
danger, owing to very dry weather in the 
Northwest, but recent and timely rains 
have brought relief. The crop of oats is 
in better condition than last year’s crop 
was at the corresponding date, and the 
acreage has been increased. A marked 
improvement in the barley crop is 
noted. The net increase in the cotton 
area is about 250,000 acres, but the con- 
dition of the crop is much lower than it 
was in 1885. 

The May report contained an elaborate 
exhibition of statistics concerning the 
world’s supply of wheat. It appears that 
the average annual production of wheat 
in Europe (Russia, with its surplus, in- 
cluded) for the years 1874-81 was 1,144,- 
000,000 bushels. The average annual con- 
sumption was 1,312,000,000 bushels, so that 
an average annual supply of 168,000,000 
bushels from other continents was re- 
quired, In that period were several years 
of unusually low yield in Western Eu- 
rope, and the large deficit caused large 
exportations from America and elsewhere, 
as well as an increase of acreage in the 
exporting countries. 

The average annual production in Eu- 
rope for the five years 1881-5 was 
1,218,000,000 bushels, or an increase of 
about 74,000,000, but the consumption in- 
creased, being 1,372,000,000 in 1885, so 
that the annual deficiency was not 50 
great as in the preceding eight years. In 
1885 it was 154,000,000 bushels, There 
was, however, an increase of about 
63,000,000 bushels in the production of 
Canada, Mexico, India, South America, 
and North Africa. Two-thirds of this 
was available for export. ‘‘ This ex- 
plains,” reports the department, ‘‘ why 
our exports have averaged 116,000,000 
bushels for the last five years, when for 
the three years preceding the average was 
174,000,000 bushels.” 

The crop of 1885 in Europe was, in 
round numbers, 1,218,000,000, leaving a 
deficiency of about 154,000,000, as has 
already been shown, There was availa- 
ble for use in supplying this deficiency a 
surplus of 45,000,000 in North America, 
2,000,000 in South America, 47,000,000 in 
India, 17,000,000 in Australia, and 9,000,- 
000 in Africa and West Asia—in all 
120,000,000 bushels. The remaining 
84,000,000 appear to have been supplied 
from the surplus of the preceding year’s 
crop remaining unused. 

The prospects were good, the depart- 
ment reported on May 1, for a product in 
Europe this year equal to that of last 
year, or about 1,218,000,000 bushels. With 
regard to the manner in which the de- 
ficiency is to be supplied, the conditions 
have undergone some change. There has 
been a large reduction of acreage in India, 
and the crop is said to have fallen from 
287,000,000 last year to 265,000,000. Con- 
sumption being estimated at 240,000,000, 
the surplus for export is reduced from 
47,000,000 to 25,000,000. The Australian 
crop will, not exceed 22,000,000, so 
that the surplus for export from that 
country has fallen from 17,000,000 to 
2,000,000. In South America the surplus 
is, on the other hand, larger by about 
5,000,000, so that thé entire quantity 
available for export in those countries is 
smaller by 32,000,000 bushels than it was 
last year. But in North America the sur- 
plus for export will be largely increased 
because the crop in this country is so 
much larger than it was in 1885. The de- 
partment was of the opinion on May 1 
that with a continuance of the conditions 
then prevailing the crop in North America 
would exceed that of last year by 108,000,- 
000 bushels, 

If our surplus for export is to be 50 
largely increased, it is fortunate for our 
wheat growers that the surplus in India 
and Australia has been reduced by 87,000,-

CHEAP TEA FOR CHICAGO. 

Cuicaao, June 10.—A new departure 
the tea trade of Chicago was inaugurated by the 
recently organized Tea Auction Company to<- 
day at its premises in Wabash-avenue, when the 
tirst tea auction ever held in Chicago occurred. 
The opening of the Northern and Canadian Pa- 
cific Railroads has tor the first time placed Uht-« 
cago in a position to secure lower ratesjof 
freight than are obtainable by the seaboard 
markets. The new company consists of packerg 
and exporters in Japan and China and Chicago 
and New-York importers. By importing direct 
to Chicago from Yokohama and other points via 
the Pacific Roads the freight rates will be from 
¥ to 1 cent less than on teas coming via the Sues 
Canal to New-York. The sale was attended by 
about 100 representatives of the leading Chicago 
wholesale grocery and tea houses, as well as 
buyers from Milwaukee, Detroit. St. Louis, an 
Rochester, N. Y. Over 4,000 boxes and hal 
chests of the various Japans, Oolongs, &€., were 
knocked down to the highest bidders. The 
prices realized were rather lower than antici- 
pated, and in some cases considerably below 
market quotations, but the company feels 
amply satisfied with the first experiments.

TREASURER SMITH’S DEFALCATION. 

NEw-Brounswick, N. J., June 10.—At the 
General Synod of the Reformed Church of 
America to-night the special committee to in. 
vestigate Treasurer Smith’s defalcation made its 
report. It stated that a most thorough investi- 
gation bad been made, but the committec was 
still unable to discover how Smith had disposed 
of the stolen $25,000. It recommended that no 
criminal proceedings be taken, but suggested 
that Smith be given ample tims to make good 
his embezzlement. A resolution was offered 
that the Board of Domestic Missions take im- 
Mediate steps to prosecute the defaulter, and 
the idea was advanced that the church could 
better afford to irrevocably lose all the stolen 
money than to inany way condone or palllate 
thecrime.

tion was withdrawn, and one was substituted 
stating that it was the sense of the Synod that 
the time had arrived when sucb atrocious crimes 
as that of Smith’s should not be condoned and 
indorsing the board's most earnest efforts in 
pushing the case forward. This resolution was 
adopted. 





AUDITOR: BROWN’S METHODS, 

Drs MorneEs, Iowa, June 10.—In ths 
Brown impeachment trial to-day interest cen- 
tred in the testimony of J. A. Sanford, as. 
sistant to Insurance Examiner Vail. Sanford 
swore that Vail attempted to makea profit of 
$2 per day off him, paying him $3 and charging 
the insurance company $5 per day for services, 
but that finally he received the full amount due 
him; also, that Vail told him he paid the 
amount withheld to Brown for campaign ex- 
penses, although Brown said that such was not 
the case.

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LAST DAYS OF PARLIAMEN 


THE ELECTIONS TO BE HELD AS 
SOON AS POSSIBLE. 
PORMAL ANNOUNCEMENT OF DISSOLUTION 
IN BOTH HOUSES—EARL CARNARVON 
REPLIES TO MR, PARNELL’S SPEECH. 


Lownox, June 10.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon Mr. Gladstone, who was 
Joudly cheered on rising, said that in conse- 
quence of the rejection by the House of the 
Home Rule bill be had advised her Majesty to 
dissolve Parliament without delay. Her Ma- 
jesty nad graciously assented to this, and he 
woula therefore ask the House to wind up the 
business of the session at the quickest practica- 
ble moment. Mr. Gladstone added that he 
would move every day that the Government 
bave precedence for financial business, and that 
to-morrow he would ask the House to adjourn 
until the following Wednesday, and to drop all 
bills the consideration of which would be likely 
to cause contentions, 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach (Conservative) moved 
the adjournment of the House. In supporting 
his motion he said that on account of the re- 
markable omission by the Premier of a date for 
the dissolution it remained unfixed, and urged 
that Parliament be dissolved as soon as possible. 
There was nothing, he added, to satisfy the Op- 
position but an assurance that the dissolution 
would take place at as early a date as possible 
and that the new Parliament would meet with- 
out delay. 

Mr. Gladstone replied that he was unable posi- 
tively to inform the House at what date Parlia- 
ment would be dissolved, but that it would 
doubtless be before the end of the present 
month. Respecting the government of Ireland, 
she Premier said he thought the state of affairs 
jn that country was such that the new Parlia- 
Ment ought to meet as soon as possible. The 
sountry ought not to remain in uncertainty 


fter tne general oy mg eager sing the policy 
o be pursued respecting Ireland. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach declared that Mr. 
Gladstone’s statement was satisfactory and with- 
Brew his motion. 

The Ear! of Kimberley, Secretary of State for 
Jndia, aunounced in the House of Lords this 
bfternoon that the Government have deoided to 
fiiasolve Parliament and that the Queen has 

anctioned the resolution. He added that the 
Roranaes wonld take steps immediately to 
ponciude the affairs of the present Parliament 
with all possible dispatch, with a view to effect 
the election of anew House of Commons at as 
early a date as possible. 

The Earl of Carnarvon, in the House of Lords 
bis afternoon, made a statement respecting Mr. 

arnell’s charge Jast Monday, that the Con- 
ervative Party purchased Irish support in the 
ast election by a promise, made through a 
‘abinet Minister, that they would in return in- 


troduce a Home Rule bill, which, in addition to 


ts other features, would confer_on Ireland the 
ight to control her own tariff policy. Lord 
arnarvon said that when he was Lord Lieu- 
ae of Ireland under the Marquis of BSalis- 


ury’s Government he received from 
ir. Parnell a request to be allowed an 
nterview. ‘As ir. Parnell was the 
elected head of the Irish Party,” continued 
Bhe Earl, “I acted on my personal respon- 
sibility and conversed with him. The converea- 
tion was private. I never communicated it to 
ny member of the Cabinet. Mr. Parnell and I 

ft the room as free as we had entered it. I 
desire to repudiate the statement that has been 
printed and circulated that I acted upon that 

ccasion in the capacity of a member of the 

overnment.” Speaking of the present Govern- 

ent’s Irish bills, Lord Carnarvon said he ob- 
fected to them in many points, altbough he 

ould be perfectly willing to see introduced 
some system by which the Irish people. ina 
modified way and without being disconnected 
from the Imperial Pariiament, could conduct 
their own affairs. 

Mr. Parnell declares that it was not he, but 
Earl Carnarvon, who sought the_ interview. 
Reveral Parnellites assert that Mr. Parnell and 
rome of his principal colleagues had meetings 
with other members or the Conservative Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Gladstone was busy during most of the 
forenoon to-day holding consultations with the 
Hifferent Liberal whips and getting into shape 
the work necessary for the coming election. 

Mr. Chamberlain wiil address the electors of 
Birmingham on the 19th inst. The committee 
of the Birmingham Liberal Association will 
yneet prior to that date to decide whether or not 
torun an opposition candidate. Mr. Chamber- 
Sain has written a letter to the Chairman of the 
Liberal Council. In it he denies that he is seek- 
jng Conservative support, and says that if he 
ever finds that the Liberals are deserting him he 
will make way for another candidate. 

A Parnellite manifesto will be issued referring 
especially to the defeat of the Home Rule bill, 

A number of Protestant home rulers met in 
Cork to-night and formed a committee to co- 

perate with similar committees in Dublin and 

elfast in supporting Parne)lite candidates for 
ariiament. The association will not admit 
atholics to membership. 

Everything is ready for the elections, which 
will begin immediately after the expiration of 
the legal interval after the official announce- 
gent. Conservatives and unionists will mutu- 
glly support each other. It is probable tbat in 
pome cases there will be conflicts between can- 
didates of Mr. Chamberlain and Whigs. 

Mr. Caine, member of Parliament for Barrow, 
delivered an address before the Liberal Associa- 
tion at Barrow to-day in defense of his opposi- 
tion to the Home Rule bill. He said that the 
question of home rule was not made a party 
question at the last election, and that the passage

LOOKING FOR RELICS OF TWEED. 





A CROWD AT THE SALE OF HIS SON’S FUR- 
NITURE. 

Crowds of men and women—prineipally 
the latter—yesterday morning ascended the bigh 
stoop and disappeared within the entrance to 
the brownstone residence at No. 23 West Fifty- 
sixth-street. A red flag, which bore the name 
of Charlies F. Walters, auctioneer, decorated the 
front of the dwelling, and bannerets bearing the 
same name were displayed within. It had been 


discovered by the crowds that Gen. William M. 
Tweed, son of the late Boss Tweed, was about 
to dispose of his household _ turniture, 
fine oil paintings, handsome piano, Xce., 
at public auction. Some days ago he sold 
the dwelling. Many in the crowds were 
would-be purchasera, but the majority were 
there through sheer curiosity. The idea was 
prevalent that many things which Boss Tweed 
once owned might beseenin the dwelling. It 
bad been announced that the house was fur- 
nished throughout by Pottier & Stymus, and it 
was understood that this was done in the 
“palmy days of the Tweed régime.” Women 
thronged every room in the four-story estab- 
lishment, and seated themselves as though at 
home on the chairs, sofas,and beds. Some of 
them brought their youngest children with 
them, opened their lunch baskets, and enjoyed 
themselves as though ata picnic. But for the 
exceedingly warm temperature of the day 
everybody might have been cheerful. 

The work of disposing of the household effects 
was begun in the basement,and Gen. Tweed 
was one of the interested spectators. Ali the 
necessary furniture for a well appvuinted din- 
ing room and kitchen was sold, according to the 
auctioneer, for a song. The glassware and china, 
which origipally cost a great deal of money, 
was sold at prices which would have been con- 
sidered reasonable by the natives of the Five 
Points. Elegant cut glass decanters,{with com- 
bination stoppers, were a novelty. These stop- 
pers could be opened only by a person knowing 
the combination, just the same as a person 
opening a safe with a combination, lock. 
Gen. Tweed smiled when he observed 
the curiosity of the bidders over. the 
decanters. Some of the spectators remarked 
that the General must have kept **zood goods” 
in those decanters, and that the servants “ didn’t 
geta whack at them.”’ The General was highly 
amused over these remarks. The decanters sold 
for $4 each, and then the auctioneer went 
through the house. A massive French wainut 
bedstead was sold to ex-Alderman Mulry for $23. 
Two cabinets were sold for $100 each to Dr. L. A. 
Bates, and a figure of ** Sappho” realized $10. A 
rosewood and inlaid tulip wood, gilt brone me- 
dajlion parlor suit, five pieces, was sold to Mr. 
Ritterberg for $125, and a similar suit was 
sold to a lady for $125. Two handsome silk 
rep curtains and Jambrequins were sold for $32 
each. A Chippendale and goid chair was sold to 
James J. Traynor for $19. A handsome Narve- 
sen piano was sold to Mr. Ritterberg for $230. A 
rosewood and inlaid tulip wood Mexican onyx- 
top centre table brought $42; an ormulo table, 
$5: a handsome French walnut marble top side- 
board, $40; a giltand glass cigar case, $9 50; a 
liquor case, $8 50; two wine coolers, bearing the 
monogram of W. M. Tweed, Jr., were soldto a 
Mr. Levy for $5 50 each, and a bronze group 
representing the victorious return of the Alger- 
jan shepherd, and a solid rosewood stand, the 
whole standing seven feet in height, and which 
originally cost $2,000, was sold for $750 to Dr. 
L, A. Bates, The saleof the entire household 
effects realized something like $5,000.

CORRESPONDENCE BETWEEN MR. GOWEN, 
THE TRUSTEE, AND MR. GARDYNE. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 10.—The entire cor- 
respondence between the Fidelity Trust Com- 
pany, Trustee under the Reading sen- 
eral mortgage, and President Gowen and 
Agent Gardyne has been made public. 
Copies of the letters and cablegrams have 
been furnished Chairman Lockwood, of the 
bondholders’ committee, by the Trustee. Iu 
brief, the whole matter is as follows: On April

Company that theamount applicable to the 
sinking fund for the year would be equal to 
the entire amount of the outstanding 
aes mortgage bonds.

day wrote to Mr. Gowen that Mr. Gardyoe had 
been instructed to make the drawings, and noti- 
og 3 Mr. Gowen that under the terms of 
the mortgage the amount of the sinking 
fund should be deposited with them be- 
fore June 1 and requesting that this be 
done. On May 1 Mr. Gowen acknowledged the 
receipt of this letter, and stated that he regarded 
itas correct. On June 7 the Fidelity Company 
cabled Mr. Gardyne to withdraw the advertise- 
ment, as they had no money tu pay the bonds, 
and on the same day notified Mr. Gowen of thia 
action. Mr. Gardyne cabled back that the mort- 
gage rendered the continuance of the advertise- 
ment obligatory. 

Mr. Gowen on June wrote to Mr. Gert that 
the advertisement was necessary to the carrying 
out of the company’s plans of reorganization, 
and that he had cabled Mr. Gardyne to continue 
the advertisement. On June 8 the Fidelity Com- 
pany again wrote to Mr. Gowen that the ad- 
vertisement was calculated to mislead 
bondholders into thinking that the money 
was in the sinking fund and insisting 
that the advertisement be withdrawn. On June 
9 Mr. Gowen replied to this letter, stating that 
the advertisement in no way referred to the 
Fidelity Company and insisting that its con- 
tinuance was essential. In this correspondence 
there is reference made to the proper form of 
advertisement, but shis has no bearing on the 
matter.

MORE WAR IN THE NORTHWEST. 
THE MILWAUKEE AND ST. PAUL AND THE 

ROCK ISLAND CUTTING RATES, 

Cuicaaeo, June 10.—The passenger war 
between the Milwaukee and St. Pau! and the 
Rock Island Railroads received a new impetus 
to-day, both roads striking out from the 
shoulder almost simultaneously. The Rock Island 
made a rate of $4 25 first class, Chicago to St, 
Paul ana Minneapolis, when the war first broke 
out, and the Milwaukee and St. Paul made a 
similar rate from Chicagoto Council Bluffs.

REORGANIZING JERSEY CENTRAL. 
Director J. 8. Kennedy, of the Jersey 
Central, stated with positiveness yesterday that 
his company was not in danger from a new Re- 
ceivership. The new plan for Jersey Central's 
reorganization is nearly ready for announce- 
ment, Essentially tts features are as follows: A 
total issue of new bonds, $10,000,000, which will 
be exchanged for floating debt, adjustment 
bonds, and stocks of leased lines.

WEST POINT ACROBATICS 


. Serer 
THE CADETS TREAT THEIR VIS- 
ITORS TO A CIRCUS SHOW, 
SECRETARY ENDICOTT AND GEN. SHERIDAN 
AMONG THE SPECTATORS—A MORTAR 
DRILL BY NIGHT, 


West Point, June 10.—After a good 
night’s rain the sun came out this morning with 
redoubled vigor, and before afternoon was pour- 
ing down his heat rays with rare good-will upon 
the plain, making it fairly steam under them. 
Under cover of the storm and darkness last 
night the swift and commodious steamer Ches- 
ter A. Arthur made a flying trip from New-York 
to West Point, accomplishing the 60 miles in 
something over eight hours, and landed Secre- 
tary of War Endicott, who isnowa guest at the 
house of Gen. Merritt. The coming of the Sec- 
retary was unheralded in any way, and his pres- 
ence here was generally unknown until this 
morning, when the orders for the day, issued by 
the Post Adjutant, announced tbat a salute 
would be fired in the Secretary’s honor at 10 
A. M. 


Promptly at 10 minutes before that hour a 
detachment was marched out to the light bat- 
tery of field guns stationed on the east side of 
the plain. Lieut. Homer, in full uniform, soon 
appeared, and ordered the men to load. Six 
guns were wheeled around so that their muzzles 
fronted tho Superintendent's house on the op- 
Posite side of the plain, and the charges were 
quickly rammed home by the active young sol- 
diers. Lieut. Homer waited until the clock bell 
in the academic building’s gray tower tolled 
the first stroke of 10, and then gave the order to 
fire by piece. A salute of 17 guns was fired with 
as much regularity as the ticking of a clock, 
and the cadets were marched back to bar- 
racks. The Secretary of War, it is sup- 
posed, felt much better after the salute, 
‘although no general orders to that effect 
have been issued. Gen. Sheridan was expected 
to arrive with the Secretary, but when that 
dignitary arrived be was still no one knew 
how many miles away. The General came this 
evening, however. This afternoon some officer

At 11 o’clock this morning the skill of the 
cadets in riding was exhibited in the riding 
school, agray old building which looks like a 
roller skating rink in its second childhood and 
which is perched on the rocks just above the 
south end of the West Shore’s big tunnel. The 
Secretary of War, the Visiting Board, and the 
ethereal young ladies, of whom it has fallen to 
my lot to speak before, all sat in the gallery on 
the south side of the building, Mortals of less 
exalted quality were permitted to sit in the 
gallery on the north side. Both galleries were 
filled to their utmost capacity and were so hot 
that people felt miserable in spite of the inter- 
esting proceedings going on beiow. <A goodly 
number of people could not get in at all, and so 
missed seeing one of the best shows of the week. 

Capt. Jacob A. Augur, to whose skill and 
patience the young men owe their acquirement 
of the art of riding, was in command, and about 
& score of cadets appeared on the tan bark. The 
exercises began with a display of their agility 
in mounting. At the word of command the 
young men stood beside their flery steeds, and 
then simultaneously vaulted into the saddle 
without using the stirrups. Next two bags 
with handles were placed on low posts about 50 
feet apart, and each cadet rode past them at a 
full gallop and, leaning from his saddle, caught 
the handles and tossed the bays into the air. 
Nearly all were successful in the performance of 
this feat, which istmuch more difficult than a 
mere description makes it appear. 

A bag was now placed on ataller post—ahbout 
as highas aman’s head—a hurdle was put up 
beyond that, and a little further on a second bag 
was placed ona low post. Each cadet in turn rode 
at a gallop past the first post. fired a pistol shot 
intothe bag, which represented a man’s head, 
took the hurdle ata flying leap, then drew his 
sabre, made a whirling cut atthe ground, and, 
passing the second post, still ata gallop, gave it 
a vicious cut with his flashing blade, The young 
ladies in the gallery were much impressed by 
this awe-inspiring performance and clapped 
their hands as vigorously as their gloves would 
permit, 

Another performance which aroused enthusi- 
asm brought in two more posts with their 
surmounting bags and a sort of gallows from 
which a ring was suspended. A low post came 
first. The rider sped by thisand gave the baga 
vigorous cut with hissabre. Then whirling the 
blade over his nead he endeavored to thrust it 
jet Ne the ring and, passing on, to cut the 
stuffed head off the second post. The active 
cadets accomplished this feat suocessfully, und 
were again applauded. Next came riding at will. 
The riders sped their horses around the ring, 
vaulted on and off while the animals were going, 
and performed other acrobatic feats which 
filled the girls with wonder, and delighted both 
the Secretary of War and the Visiting Board. 
The members of the board who were familiar 
with West Point acrobatics said they had never 
seen any better riding done here, and it cer- 
tainly was pleasant to see how easily and grace- 
fully the young men managed their borses while 
ee the difficult tasks set before 

em. 

At 4 o'clock this afternoon the entire corps of 
cadets was turned out for review by Secretary 
Endicott. The Secretary and Visiting Board oc- 
cupied seats in the centre of the west side of the 
plain, while the other spectators sat along the 
walk on either side of them. Col. Hasbrouck, 
the commandant of cadets was in command, 
with Lieut. Kirby and Lieut, Darr as field offi- 
cers, The cadets looked admirable as they 
marched across the green, clad in their gray 
coats and white trousers. They were on their 
mettle, and never marched in better form. They 
were drawn up in line in the usual place, near 
the west side of the plain. The command, “ To 
the rear open order, march,” was given, and 
the two thin lines were carefully straight- 
ened out. Next the order was given 
to carry arms. With a single rattle 
all the rifles came down, and then the Secretary, 
escorted by Gen. Merritt and followed by the 
officers of the post, slowly and solemnly walked 
around the lines. Having completed the circuit 
they returned to their seats and the corps was 
marched past them, giving the marching salute 
as they wont by. Then the corps was taken by 
in double time. After this ceremony the cadets 
returned to quarters and the Secretary stood on 
the green with the gorgeously appareled offi- 
cers, while many officers and Alumni called to 
pay him their respects. He hada chance to sit 
down on the walk again, however, when the 
hour of dress parade approached, and there he 
witnessed that iceremony, which is one of the 
prettiest sights of the day here. The crowd at 
the review and parade was large, and the ladies 
bad all their war paint on. 

is bas been a great day for the old timers. 
At 3 o’clock the Association of Graduates of the 
Acadomy held its annual! business meeting in the 
chapel, and this evening the members are eating 
their annual dinner in the mess ball. Major 
Alted Mordecai, of the Class of °23, presides, 
although one older graduate, Gen. Trimble, of 
the Class of ’22, is present.

In the afternoon the 
strikers’ Executive Board conferred with the 
Executive Board of the Empire Protective As- 
sociation at Mentge’s Hall. Tho former wished 
the latter tc hand over whatever money there 
was in the strikers’ treasury. HKeagan, of the 
strikers’ committee, said he did not care to see the 


books; be was willing to believe that the accounts 
were straight. All he wanted was the money. 
Graham denied that he bad called at the Bleeck- 
er-street bank for $6,000 deposited there to the 
credit of the Executive Board or that he had 
been prevented from withdrawing it by Strikers 
Gourley and Wilson. He dentea that he had 
ever been inthe bank or that any money had 
been deposited there to the credit of his board. 
Graham also stated that the money on hana 
would be paid to the strikers to-morrow. In ad- 
dition to his other denials Graham said yester- 
day that he had not signed the settlement agreed 
upon by Committeeman O'Donnell with the 
Third-Avenue Railway Company. 

Local Assembly No. 4,108 will meet at Colum- 
bia Hail to-day. The Knights of Labor em- 
ployed on the Dry Dock lines will meet to-night. 
District Assembly No. 75 will meet on Menday 
night, and will probably act upon the propo- 
sition of No. 49 to levy a per capita assessment of 
15 cents, for the support of the Third-avenue 
strikers, if the latter are allowed to detach them- 
selves from No. %5 and enter No. 49. 

Some of the employes on the cross-town lines 
of the Dry Dock Railroad held a meeting 
betas ge 4 night at No. 87 Ludlow-street. The 
place of the meeting was kept secret, and only 
those who had a certain password could 
find it. The chief subject of discus- 
sion was the discharge of Starter McDevitt 
and the punishment to be meted out to the 
company for refusing to take him back. There 
was a disagreoment, and the men who signified 
their intention of standing by the company 
were requested to leave. It is reported that 
some line of action was mapped out, and that it 
will be made known to-morrow morning. 

The question of what to do about strikes and 
with strikers occupied the attention of the Di- 
rectors of the Brooklyn City Railroad Company 
at the regular monthly meeting yesterday. 
Deacon Richardson sent the Directors a letter 
saying that Rourke, Waters, and Coupee, of 
the Empire Executive Board, were employed by 
the City Company; that these men had joined 
in ordering Jast week's tie-up, and that if three 
men on the Deacon’s road had joined in order- 
ing a atrike on the City lines they would not 
keep their places an hour after the fact of their 
responsibility was known. The City Directors 
thought Deason Richardson’s letter sound, even 
if his advice was alittle pointed. It was decided 
to post notices at the stables this morn- 
ing. similar to the notice posted by the 
Dry Dock Company, to the effect 
that the company means to run its 
own business hereafter. It will abide by the $2 
for 12 hours’ agreement, but will tolerate no 
more strikes. ‘I'ne Directors thought themselves 
strong enough and the other side weak enough 
to justify sucha warning. It is probable that 
within two or three days the Objects of Deacon 
Hicbardson’s criticism will be out of work. Com- 
mitteemen Graham and Best were formerly on 
Brooklyn lines butthey are not expected to ap- 
ply there again. 

For putting a wagon across the track of a Dry 
Dock car on Avenue A, during the last tie-up, 
John Rupf, a truckman, was fined $25 in the 
Court of Special Sessions yesterday. Michael 
Connelly, an ex-policeman, dismissed from the 
force for drunkenness, and prior to the April 
atrike a Third-avenue driver, was fined $10 for 
kicking a horse attached to a Third-avenue car 
at One Hundred and Thirtieth-street,

Persons passing aiong East Twenty-third- 
street at 4:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon noticed 
smoke issuing from the cupola on the building of 
the Young Men’s Christian Association, at Twen- 
ty-third-street and Fourth-avenue. A spectator 
sentinan alarm. The firemen had a great task 
to carry their lines of bose up six flights of 
stairs to reach the fire, which was found in the 
loft, beneath the cupola. The room is used for 
the storage of discarded furniture, &o. The fire 
was under control within half anhour. The loft 
was burned out and the cupola was badly 
damaged. Jt will probably cost $2,000 to repair 
the damage to the building. Immediately be- 
neath the loft isthe room of R. McBurney, 
the General Secretary of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association. A section of the ceiling of this 
room was destroyed and the room deluged with 
water. Mr. McBurney’s loss will probably 
amount to $500. The cause of the fire is un- 
known, but 1s supposed to have been spontane- 
ous combustion. 


The Old Colony Railroad station at 
North Weymouth, Mass., was destroyed by fire 
yesterday morning. Nothing was saved. The 
ticket office contained a few dollars in money, 
about $1,500 worth of tickets, and all the station 
agent’s accounts. The basement of the building 
was occupied by E. W. Arnold, Jr. as a grocery 
store. His goods were all ruined by water. The 
loss to the railroad company is about $2,500; 
insurance, $1,500. Arnold’s loss is about $3,000; 
insured for $2,000. 


A fire occurred in the store of J. H. 
Sheehan & Co., wholesale and retail druggists, 
at No. 167 Genesee-street, Utica, N. Y., yesterday 
morning. The loss is $70,000; insurance, 000, 
The adjoining buildings were damaged to the 
extent of about $10,000, which is fully covered 
by insurance. 

The large flour mill of William 8S. Mar- 
shall, situated in East Marlborough Township, 
Chester County, Penn., was destroyed by fire 
Wednesday night, with all its contents, together 
with all the valuable machinery. The loss will 
reach $17,000; insurance $11,000. 


The Garner Block, a two-story frame 
structure at La Grange, It, was burned yester- 
day morning. Two families who lived in the 
building barely escaped with their lives. The 
loss is about $8,000. 

A fire early yesterday morning in 
Westerfield & Son’s wagon manufactory, No. 
117 Prince-street, caused about $4,000 damage to 
stock and $500 to the building. 





A WOOLEN MILL BURNED. 

WHEELING, W. Va., June 10.—The large 
woolen mill of the Barnesville Manufacturing 
Company, at Barnesville, W. Va., with all its 
contents and machinery, was totally destroyed 
by fire yesterday afternoon. The fire originated 
in the second story, and is supp to have 
been caused by spontaneous combustion, 
About 20 persons were working in the factory at 
the time of the discovery, but all were saved, 
The loss will be about $30,000, with little in.

ALMOST GAINING THE RIGHT TO 
MEET DEMPSEY. 

A CONTEST WITH FOGARTY DECLARED A 
DRAW, ALTHOUGH THE ADVANTAGE 
WAS WITH THE BROOKLYN BOY. 

Jack Fogarty, of Philadelphia, and Joe 
Ellingsworth, of Brooklyn, pugilists of great 
fame—Fogarty as a professional and Ellings- 
worth asan amateur—sparred a short time ago 
in Clarendon Hall, in this city, for the benefit of 
Prof. Mike Donovan. Ellingsworth bad been 
shedding tears for a month because the bold 
Jack Dempsey daily refused to meet him in a 24- 
foot ring according to the rules laid down 
by the Marquis of Queensberry. Dempsey sug- 
gested that when Ellingsworth succeeded in de- 
feating Fogarty it would be time enough for 
Ellingsworth to meet him. Therefore, it was 
arranged that at Prof. Donovan's benefit per- 
formance Ellingsworth should put on the gloves 
with Fogarty. Nearly every one who saw 
that lively set-to reached the conclusion 
that Ellingsworth would never earn the 
right to meet Dempsey. Fogarty almost finished 
Ellingsworth'in three rounds on thet memorable 
occasion, Ellingsworth was not satisfied, how- 
ever, that he was beaten, and a match between 
him and Fogarty, for $1,000 a side, was ar- 
ranged for last night in the Oakland-Avenue 
Skating Rink, in Jersey City. The New-York 


pugilistic manager who discovered this fighting 
ground ought never to make himself publicly 
known unless be is brave enough to face the 
8,000 New- Yorkers who raved and swore as they 
traveled up hill and down hill in the wilds of 
ew Jerney last night before they reached the 
rin 


The building was just right for a skating rink, 
but was evidently never intended for a Summer 
resort, The temperature ranged from 105° to 
107°, and the mosquitoes of monstrous size made 
no attempt to escape from the building. Native 
Jerseymen surrounded the rink, but few 
of them went within to witness the struggle. 

The great and only John L. Sullivan, the pride 
of Boston, reached the rink at 9 P. M. and was 
there before the performance was begun. Mr. 
Sullivan met with an ovation. Everybody 
wanted to shake his big right hand, but he 
was not in a handshaking mood. He 
was escorted to a seat in one of 
the balconies, and puffing away at a 
cigar, he surveyed the raised platform and the 
spectators. Ina private box near the platform 
wero seated the reporters and other dignitaries. 
Among the other aignitaries were Major-Gen. 
Charlies Jordan, of Jersey City: James Coburn, 
Warwick Edwards, James Wakely, Counselor 
Ned Mallahan, Frank Stevenson, Dr. Owen, 
William Madden, and Mark Maguire, of New- 
York, and George H. Engeman, of Brooklyn. 
The performance opened with the usual number 
of contests between feather-weights and dead- 
weights. Steve O'Donnell was the master of 
ceremonies. 

There was one woman inalight and airy cos- 
tume in the audience, and she had a seat in the 
front row in the balcony on a line with Mr. 
Sullivan, and she seemed to be much im- 
pressed by his white necktie and diamond 
stud. It was alleged that she tried a 
mild flirtation with the Boston pot, but 
that he repelled her advances and repeated his 
historic remark, when asked whether he would 
ever again marry, ‘Once is enough for*me.” 
All the Jersey City and Hudson County officials, 
with the exception of Mayor Cleveland, of Jer- 
sey City, and Mayor Kerr, of Hoboken, occupied 
reserved seats, 

At 10 o’clock Fogarty and Ellingsworth bad 
not appeared, and the patient audience was in- 
troduced to a Mr. De Barr, who, according to 
the master of ceremonies, is a celebrated con- 
tortionist. It wasannounced that Mr. De Barr, in 
remuneration for his services," would take what 
he could get by going through the audience.” 
Atthis the audience laughed, and those who 
had watches and pocketbooks saw that suoh ar- 
ticles were safe. At 10:30 o’clock the audience 
were still awaiting the appearance of Fogarty 
and Ellingsworth. The betting was in favor of 
Fogarty and the sympathy was with the Brook- 
lyn boy. It a been agreed that 10 
rounds should be fought, but it was 
believed by the majority of the audience that 
not more than four rounds would finish Ellings- 
worth. At10:40 the audience began to grow im- 
patient ana shrieked for the atar fighters of the 
night. The master of ceremonies delivered 
a short address, saying that Fogarty and 
Ellingsworth would be_ ready to _ fight 
within eight minutes. Then the audience 
became somewhat calm. At 10:45 Fogarty and 
Ellingsworth orawied through the ropes to 
the platform. Fogarty was rr a by 
Gus Tuttle and Alf Powers, and Ellings- 
worth’s seconds were Billy Oliver and 
Tommy Evans. Fogarty walked to his 
corner with the air of a conqueror; 
Ellingsworth was meek and solemn. The gloves 
were of very smail dimensions in comparison 
with those usually worn. William Madden and 
Col. William E, Harding were invited to the 
platform. Madden was chosen referee. Col. 
Harding was timekeeper for Fogarty, and 
George Lewis for Ellingsworth. 

Both men were in good condition, and looked 
evenly matched when they shook hands after 
being introduced tothe audience. When Ref- 
eree Madden called time, at 11:02, Jack Fogarty 
undertook to scare Joe Ellingsworth, but Joe 
was not so easily scared. A great deal of walking 
about wasdone in this round, and Joe riveted 
his attention upon Jack’s white gloves. When Joo 
made a terrible lunge at Jack's stomach and fell 
short the audience cheered as though Joe had 
done a good thing. Then Joe gently smote 
Jack’s shoulder, and three minutes baving 
elapsed the round was ended, according to the 
Marquis of Queensberry rules. In the second 
round Jack assumed to be pursuing Joe, and 
Joe received a blow on the ribs that made him 
wink twice or thrice. This was followed up by 
a blow on Joe’s mouth, and the Brooklyn boy's 
eyes saw stars. The three minutes were up, and 
tee fighters went to their corners. The 
third round was chiefly controlled by 
Joe, who made things lively for Jack, 
almost getting in a blow squarely on 
the Philadelphian’s mouth. The blow just 
grazed Jack's ohin. No blows were atruck in 
the fourth round, and tbe audience began to 
hiss. Joe opened the fifth round by making 
frightful plunges at Jack. Then Joe and Jack 
clinched. The audience hissed. Jack struck 
Joe on the neck and mouth twice, and Joe 
looked more sorrowful than ever. 

In the sixth round Joe _— to pound Jack 
like a blacksmith at work. Joe began to show 
his fighting qualities in this round, and Jack 
was amazed at the science displayed. Joe 
banged away with right and left fist as though 
he intended to make short work of Jack. 
Tne audience was delighted and _ Ellings- 
worth stock went up r cent. Jack 
came up “groggy” when time was called for the 
seventh round. Joe tried to dodge a terrific 
blow and caught it squarely in the mouth. His 
teeth must have ached. He snorted like a horse 
and shook his head. Then he made a break 
for Jack, and the round ended before 
murder could be committed. Joe went to 
work in dead earnest in the eighth round. 
The fighting became wild, and the audience was 
convulsed with delight. Joe was at his best, ana 
his friends encouraged him with shouts of 
“Take your time, Joe,” and “Go in, Joe.” 
Clinching and wrestling amid the greatest ex- 
eitement of the evening followed, and it looked 
as though the Brooklyn boy would surely knock 
out the young man from Philadelphia. 

Jack was more “groggy” than ever inthe 
ninth round, and acted as though he saw ghosts. 
Joe gave him a sledge-hammer biow on the neck 
and knocked some life into him. Jack was in- 
clined to wrestle. Failing in this he began to 
hug Joe until the audience shouted ** Give him 
a kiss.’” Then Jack let go nis hold and the round 
was ended. The tenth and last round was 
then announced, and the fighters shook 
hands as a preliminary to the “ wind-up,"* 
There wasa great deal of clinching and wrest- 
ling in this round, and Joe did the better part of 
the fighting. When time was called, it was clear 
to almost everybody that Joe had the best of 
the fight. The sympathy wasnot only with him, 
but the betting wasin his favor. Everybody de- 
manded another round, but Chief of 
Police Murpby interfered, and, amid a 
tumult, Referee Madden deoided the fight a 
draw. It was said that before daylight this 
morning Ellingsworth and Fogarty would meet 
somewhere in the wilds of New-Jersey and 
would without gloves fight until one or both of 
them could fight no longer. Tbe audience was 
disgusted with the result of the fight in the 
riuk, and blamed Ellingsworth for not knocking 
out the young man from Philadelphia. Sulli- 
van returned to New-York, accompanied by a 
troop of admirers.

NEW AQUEDUCT EVILS, 
NOISES, STENCHES, AND MINIATURE EARTH- 
QUAKES NEAR ONE OF THE SHAFTS, 

Last Fall Asbury Lester, manager for 
Schultz & Co., the soap dealers, moved from One 
‘Hundred and Twenty-fourth-street to the home 
‘of Mrs. Davis,in One Hundred and Fifty-sev- 
enth-street, one door east of Tenth-avenue, for 
the purpose of sleeping quietly nights. He en- 
Joyed the peacefulness of a country home until 
a few weeks ago, when the contractors began 
work on shaft No. 29 of the new aqueduct, which 
Ss being sunk in the middle of Tenth-avenue, a 
jittle south of One Hundred and Fifty-seventh- 
street. On the vacant lot between Mr. Lester's 
bome and the avenue a large frame building 
was erected in which is the machinery for com- 
pressing the air used to drive the drills and 
pump the water from the shaft. At the back of 
this building, which is not more than 25 feet 

‘from the house, are two exhaust pipes, which 
a loud and ceaseless chug for six days 
ts in every week, and a high iron stand- 

pipe which vomits forth a dense black smoke. 
Close up to the front porch of the house a black- 
gmith’s shop has been built, in which there is an 
almost continuous sound of iron hammering on 
iron. 

Mr. Lester has been unable to sleep since these 
noises were begun, and the other inmates of the 
house have suffered in a similar way. Besides 
the annoyance from the noises the front stoop 
4s continually covered with dirt trom the smoke- 

*gtack. Dirt isalso blown into the kitchen win- 
dow, and when the washing is hung out in the 
yard it is covered with coal dust and black 
grease ina few moments. When the blasts are 
made the nouse shakes from cellar to roof, and 
the china plates on the buffet in the dining room 
are thrown down. Many of the walls are 
eracked. The effects of the blast are also 
telt in the houses on St. Nicholas-avenue, 
but the greatest nuisance to the occupants is the 
noise made by the exhaust steam. Mrs, M. E. 
Myers. who lives in a pretty brick house on the 
northwest corner of 8t. Nicholas-avenue and 
One Hundred and Fifty-seventh-street, has been 
acsufferer from heart disease for some time, 
and the disease has been greatly aggravated. 
Others who complain are Dr. W. T. Alexander, 
‘who lives opposite to Mrs. Myers, on St. Nicho- 
Jas-avenue, and his next door neighbor, E B. 
Treat, the publisher. Mr. Treat said that when 
the blast went off yesterday morning he 
thought that every window in his house 
would be broken. L. Sanger, an under- 
taker, who lives on Tenth-avenue, opposite the 
puaft, said that the shock ofthe blast on Wednes- 
day morning stopped his watch and threw his 
pister-in-law, Miss Kempe, out of her bed. He 
complained the most, though, of the sewage 
smelis, which are the worst On Sundays when 
the pumps arestopped. In sinking the shaft the 
sewer had to be broken through, and the two 
ends were joined by iron pe which were car- 
ried around the opening of the shaft. The blasts 
have loosened the joints of these pipes, and the 
sewage leaks into the shaft and stands at the 
bottom ali day on Sundays. Mr. Sanger sald 
that the stench has been terrible and is apparent 
blocks away. In the home of Mrs. J. W. Morris, 
who lives next door to Mr. Sanger, four panes of 
slass have been broken, one of them bya rock 
which was thrown out by the blast, and her 
walls have been badly cracked. 

Mr. Lester bas made inquiries of engineers and 
makers of machinery, and has been told that the 
noise from the exhaust pipe can be greatly re- 
duced. The contractors told him that it would 
cost them $700 or $800 to doit. They also offered 
to remove their blacksmith shop if he would pay 
for the removal. Complaints have been made to 
the Board of Health, but nothing has been done 
to abate the nuisances, and the people are talk- 
ing of moving from their homes. Three fam- 
jlies have already moved from the “* Mills Man- 
sion,” at 8t. Nicholas-avenue and One Hundred 
and Fifty-seventh-street, and the agent is un- 
able to rent the property to other terants. 
Lawyer E.S Peck has been consulted with a 
view to suing the city, the Aqueduct Commis- 
siouers, or the contractors for damages, if an 
action can be made to lie.

The baths have been allowed to get out of re- 
pair, and altogether they axe in a wretched con- 
dition. They are not ready to be opened yet, 
andalargesum of money will have to be ex- 
pended in putting them in order. All the keep- 
ers of the baths are to be Tammany “* heelers” 
of the most approved pattern. T. F. Smith, 
Frank McDonaid, Mary Ann Quinn, and Eliza 
E. Graves were yesterday appointed to take 
charge of the bath at the foot of East Thirty- 
seventh-street. The appointments were made 
for Richard J. Sullivan, Tammany’s leader in 
the Fifteenth Assembly District, and Assem- 
biyman Bruns, the author of the notorious 
Bruns bill in the Legislature. Ex-Assemblyman 
James Oliver secured the appointment of Tim- 
otby D. Sullivan, of the Second Assembly Dis- 
trict.as a clerk in the Bureau of Sewers, in 
place of William Grote, a County Democracy 
man, of the Tweifth Assembly District. Daniel 
P. Sullivan, also of the Second District, and 
Danie! P. O'Neil were appointed bath keepers. 
The Commissioner performed a crowning act 
of cruelty by removing Martin J. Keese, who 
for many years has_ served as the faithful 
keeper of the City Hall. Mr. Keese was evi- 
dently too honest and too industrious for 
Squire and his allies, and so he was removed to 
make way for a time-serving jprotégé of ex- 
Alderman Fitzpatrick, the Tammany leader in 
the Fourth Assembly District, named Edward 
F. Reynolds. Mr. Reynoias is an entirely inex- 
erienced man. Prominent Grand Army men 
ave taken up the cudgels in bebaif of Mr. 
Keese and propose to show that, under chapter 
410, section 316, subdivision 6, of the Laws of 
1882, the Commissioner had no power to remove 
the keeper ofthe City Hall.

A WORTHY INSTITUTION. 
TWENTY YEARS’ WORK OF THE HOME FOR 
INCURABLES AT FORDHAM. 


The twentieth anniversary of the Home 
for Incurables at Fordham, will be held at the 
home this afternoon at 3 o’clock, when the an- 
nual reports will be read, and addresses made by 
the Rey. Dr. McKim, the Rev. Mr. Ward, of 
Englewood; the Rev. Dr. John Hall, and the 
Hon. Algernon 8. Snuillivan. The Home is at 
Fordham-avenue, now called North Third-av- 
enue, and One Hundred and Eighty-second- 
street, occupying a block of land containing 
some 12 acres, formerly belonging to the Loril- 
lard property, and which was bought from 
them for the Home. 

The first meeting looking toward the starting 
of the Home was held at the houae of Bishop 
Potter, in Twenty-second-street, in January, 
1866, at which there were several clergymen and 
laymen. present. After a general conversation 
upon the need of such an institution a commit- 
tee was appointed to take preliminary steps to- 
ward the commencement of the work. This 
committee was the Rev. Dr. Mublenberg, the 
Rev. Dr. A. H. Vinton, the Rev. Dr. H. E. Mont- 

omery, the Rev. Dr. Guliaudet, and Mr, Frank- 

in F. Randolph. Ata qubsegmees meeting, held 

at the same place on Feb. 2, 1866, the suggestion 
was made to hire a house at West Farms and 
commence at once. This was done, and the 
Temperance House, owned by Mr. Mapes, was 
hired and put in order for the business. The 
option 4 y purchasiog a ani during 
the first year at $6, was given. 
The Home was opened about the middle 
of April, 1866, with the first patient. The Rev. 
Washington Rodman was appointed Pastor and 
Superintendent. In the following January the 
$6,000 was raised by subscription and the prop- 
erty bought. After the first year applications 
for admission were sO numerous that other 
houses in the village were hired to accommodate 
them. The firstlarge contribution of cash to 
the institution was $30,000 from the Messrs. Henry 
and Chauncey Rose, which was paidin March, 
1887. On May 2, 1872, the present piece of prop- 
erty was purchased, and in December, 1872, Miss C. 
L. Wolfe sent her check for the purchase price 
in memory of her father, Jonn D. Wolfe. rom 
this point the applications were very numerous, 
and, impressed with the importance of the work, 
the Board of Managers set at once to build, and 
on June 11, 1878, the corner stone of the present 
building was laid by Bishop Alonzo Potter with 
appropriate ceremonies, 

In March, 1874, the building was occupied, and 
since then the north wing has been put up, the 
pavilion erected, and also a beautiful church, 
making one of the most complete institutions 
in the country. Objections have been made 
from time to time regarding the name * Home 
for Incurables.” The Board of Manavers have 
always aimed to make it a home, with every 
homely comfort. It 1s not a hospital, for the 
cases received will not be admitted to the hos- 
pitals; yet several might be mentioned that 
were pronounced incurable and refused admit- 
tance to the kospitals of this city which have 
been in the Home, and which are now filling 
positions—one asa surgeon in a passenger steam- 
ship and another as aclerx in the United States 
Treasury. The number of cases to the close of 
the present fiscal year that have been admitted 
is 676. One case that was taken for life the first 
year, and about the first life patient taken, is 
still jiving at the Home. 

Among those who have received the benefits 
of the Home there have been lawyers, clergy- 
men, bankers, mercbants, and actors, some of 
whom held very high positions in their day. 
Notwithstanding that the Home was started 
under the Protestant Episcopal form the ques- 
tion of creed never enters in the admission of a 
patient, and there is no compulsion to attend 
the religious services.

COURT OFFICERS QUARRELING. 
JUSTICE DUFFY TRIES TO ENFORCE PEACE 
IN THE ESSEX MARKET COURT. 

For several months the flames of jealousy 
and official discord have smoidered ip the 
preasts of Chief Clerk John F. Ahearn, of the 
Essex Market Police Court, and Sergt. Cahill, 
of the court squad. Both are politicians of the 
Fourth District, Ahearn being an ex-Assembly- 
man anda County Democrat and Cahill a fol- 
lower of Tammany. Yesterday afternoon, while 
Justice Duffy was disposing of a host of sum- 
mons cases, hostilities, sudden and unmistakable, 
arose between the Clerk and the Sergeant.

Justice Duffy told the 
Sergeant to aooly to the Clerk, as he was respon- 
sible for all official documents. 

* Sure Idon’t want to have anything to do 
with that little rat,’’ said Cahill. ‘* I'l do with- 
out the paper before I'll go to him.” 

Bang! bang! upon thé table went the glass 
lid of an ink pot which the little Justice held in 
his hand, but the recriminations of the angry 
Officials rang out above all. Threats of com- 

laints to the Police Commissioners and to 
Buperintendent Murray and loud appeals to the 
Justice to support his authority came from Clerk 
Abearn, and Justice Duffy really did his best to 
quell the disturbance. 

“If you don'tstop I'll fine you each $10,"" he 
thunderea. 

“I'm an officer of this court,” shouted Sergt. 
Cahill, ** just as much as he is,and I don’t see 
why I should go to him.” 

**No, you're not an officer of the court,” re- 
turned the Judge, again banging the table with 
his pena gavel, ‘and ) want you to keep 
quie 

Both men were very angry, and it took sev- 
eral minutes longer to patch up even a superfi- 
cial peace. Looks of disgust and monosyilabic 
threats came from each every alternate second, 
greatly disconcerting Justice Duffy.

CAUGHT BY DECOY LETTERS. 

During the past eight months Postmas- 
ter MoLeer, of Brooklyn, has received about 650 
complaints of the non-receipt of letters known 
to have contained money, and addressed to va- 
rious business bouses in Brooklyn. Inspector 
Charles Dosser, of the New-York office, was sent 
over to investigate the case, and concluded his 
search at 5 o’clock yesterday morning, when 
Chief Clerk Frederick B. Harris’ was arrested 
charged with the theft of tbe Jetters.

While 
be sat at his desk early yesterday morning an 
officer} from, the Adams-street police station ar- 
rested him. Harris appeared very indignant 
aod showed no surprise wren, in searching him, 
the marked money and envelopes were found in 
his pocket. Later in the day be was taken be- 
fore United States Commissioner Alien. He re- 
fused to talk, and was held in $5,000 bail for ex- 
amination to-day. Over $2,000 has been lost 
by various Brooklyn peopie since Harris ob- 
tained his position in the department.

TURNED OUT AFTER LONG SERVICE. 

Peter Bogelstang, a colored man, who 
carried a gun for the Union when there was 
fighting to do, and who since theclose of the war 
bas been a valuable messenger at the Custom 
House, bas been turned out, at the age of 77, to 
look out for himself. Collector Hedden’s daily 
bulletin of men discharged at the Custom House 


has failed to announce Peter’s dismissal, but it 
bas gone into effect all the same. Peter served 
under seven Collectors, and to all gave satisfac- 
tion, his respectful, intelligent service being ap- 
preciated by every one of them until Mr. Hedden 
came in and Sterlingites had to be taken care of. 
When President Arthur was Collector he was 
especially considerate to the colored man, and 
Collector Robertson was his warm friend. 

Asa soldier Peter Bovelstang was in the thick 
of the fight at Fort Fisher and was badly wound- 
ed there. He has stood high among the clear- 
headed, honest black men of New-York; he has 
been oue of the representative men of his race, 
prominent in their church work and social or- 
ganizations, and their adviser in business and 
otherwise. Only a few weeks ago his wife died, 
and his peremptory discharge from service adds 
a further severe burden to the venerable old 
fellow’s lot. Though old and somewhat infirm, 
Peter is stiJlable to do all the work that his 
place in the Collector’s office demanded.

It-has cost time and toil 
and worldly wealth, but for that very reason is 
all the more acceptable to Him who this day 
takes it for His own. . Here, through sacred rites 
and holy services, we may touch the very bor- 
der of the garment He wraps about His person.” 

After the sermon there was a communion oc- 
cupying an hour. When the service had con- 
cluded a collation, to which the entire congre- 
gation was invited, was served in the yet unfin- 
ished rectory anc chapel. After dinner addresses 
were made by the Bishop andanumber of clergy- 
men and laymen. 

The Church of St. Thomas has been erected in 
memory of Mrs. Heorietta Constable, wife of 
James M. Constable. The contributors to the 
building fund were James M. Constable, Fred- 
erick A. Constable, Mrs. Harriette M. Arnold, 
and Mrs. Amy H. Weatherbee, the surviving 
members of the family of Mra. Constable. The 
church is eleventh century English Gothic in 
design, and is built of Newark brownstone. The 
dimensions are 127 feet in length and 388 feet. in 
width. The nave is 70 feet long, and the chancel 
19 by 25 feet. The tower is 87 feet in height, and 
its summit commands a fine view of the sur- 
rounding country. 

The chancel and baptistery windows. the 
chime of 10 bells, and the clock with the West- 
minster chime were given by the members of 
the Constable family. The altar, pulpit, and 
credence are constructed of Caen stone. The 
font is of carved Derbyshire marble, which was 
imported specially for the purpose. It isthe 
first time this stone, which resembles onyx, has 
been used for such work. The aisles of the 
church are lutdin Roman mosaic. The location 
is a beautiful one and the grounds about the 
bullding spacious. The cost ot the rectory, in 
course of erection, will also be defrayed by the 
Constable family. .The congregation will pay 
for the new schoolroom. The organ was fur- 
nishead by Roosevelt, of New-York. Bassett 
Jones is the architect.
